REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
STATE OF THE WORK. 


In our annual report on the state of the work, your committee would call attention to 
the following points: 1. The character of the field in which we labor. 2. A brief survey 
of the facilities at our command for working the field. 3. Our responsibility in view of the 
foregoing and of the failures and successes of the past. 

First, as to the field. It is indeed peculiar. We callita hard field. Our fame has 
gone out into the earth, and the priest and the Levite pass us by on the other side. In the 
first place we note the pernicious influence emanating from modern rationalistic thought. 
Rationalism is the expression of doubt and its end is fatalism. It is the most subtle, in- 
siduous, and withal the most destructive of modern errors. It destroys supernaturalism, 
paralyzes spirituality, throttles God-given aspirations, and destroys the foundation of- 
faith. It isthe author of destructive criticism, which eliminates hope and embitters the 
spirit. Above all it destroys the ground of obligation, rendering the claims of God’s law 
inoperative, and opens the door for the incoming of its legitimate successor—utilitarian- 
ism. The effect of this is seen in the deadening of spiritual life in the church, the indiffer- 
ence of the public mind to the claims of the gospel, and the dearth of far-reaching and 
extensive revivals of religion. 

Again, the errors in eschatology have somewhat to do with hindering the work of the 
gospel. The doctrine of the soul-sleeper abounds. Annihilation acts as an opiate to the 
ordinary sinner. With comparatively few to reason of righteousness, temperance and judg- 
ment, the modern Felix is not made to tremble, but is permitted to drift quietly into hell. 

The cosmopolitan nature of the population is a well-nigh insurmountable barrier in 
the way of our progress. The salubrity of our climate, the diversified facilities for making” 
money and the attractiveness of the country serve to unite people of all nationalities, creeds 
and temperaments. This has produced an independence of thought and life that sets each 
individual apart by himself. The only cohesiveness found outside of the family, is that of 
the lodge-room, and this is set as a stonewall of opposition against us. In addition to 
these, the absence of a Sabbath law, the prevalence of wine drinking and liquor dealing, 
form a combination of systematized evil which stultifies the public conscience, deadens the 
sense of obligation, renders the soul well-nigh impervious to truth, and causes a condition 
of apathy and indifference which is startling in the extreme. 

Realizing then the barrenness of the field, we turn to note the facilities at our command 
for tilling its soil. 

First, in ourselves we note some elements of weakness. We are few in number but the 
quality is good. Our preachers are devoted and to a considerable degree, spiritual. For 
some of us, at least, we believe there is a richer baptism, a deeper anointing, a more all- 
consuming passion for souls. We are hopeful, we are desirous, we are expectant but we 
are not dying for Christ, we are not burning up with zeal for God’s house. May the spirit 
of Pentecost comeonus. Amen. Then again, we are not sufficiently aggressive. There 
is an alarming tendency toward congregationalism. We are too easily satisfied with what 
we have. We gaze with longing eyes at the regions beyond but do not possess them. 
We believe, that, with a few exceptions where environments hinder, every preacher should 
have from three to six appointments. 

Again, our people are good in the main, with some who will rank among God’s best. 
We note some degree of sacrifice for the cause, but we believe God would have us possessed 
of more. There must be a sacrifice of time to attend general gatherings and of means to 
carry on aggressive mission work. We fear an element of weakness in our people not 
maintaining their distinclive position relative to worldliness and sin of every character. 
Again, we note an element of weakness in our lack of well-saved, aggressive young 
people to use in band and mission work. May the Lord of the harvest raise up such and put 
them into this great field. 

But, thank God we are not left to ourselves. God the Father, God the Son, and God 
the Holy Ghost are enlisted to see us through this conflict. The gospel of Christ is a 
dynamic force, an active potential energy. God’s word is not bound. It is still the sword 
that cuts and the fire that burns. Preached in its simplicity, it is still able to make us wise 
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unto salvation, and to save usfromdeath. And then we have the efficient cooperation of the 
Holy Spirit. In our weakness, he is our power; in our ignorance, our wisdom; in our dis- 
couragement, our leader; in our defeats, our victory; in our death, our life. Endured with 
his power, our appointments are transformed from ‘“‘death valley circuits” to resurrection 
charges. Our people will be elevated from common ever-day religion to the realm of the 
supernatural, the superabundant, the extraordinary. As preachers we will not only keep 
the Discipline in that ‘‘we do no harm”’ but will become storm-centers of holy power; able 
ministers, who being vitalized and energized from above become apostolic in our labors, 
Paul-like in our devotion and Ohrist-like in our character. 

Finally we come to note our responsibility. With humiliation and deepest self-abase- 
ment we cry, ‘‘Who is sufficient for these things?” But our sufficiency is of God. He 
will help us. We must give ourselves more fully to him. Preachers, local and traveling, 
exhorters, class leaders, Sunday-school workers, the laity, one and all. we must lay our- 
selves out for God and salvation. ‘‘Whom shall I send, and who will go for us,” is the 
divine interrogation. What will be our response? We note with sorrow a loss of member- 
ship the past year. But your committee believe we have fully recovered from the depres- 
sing influence resultant from those who went out from us at the beginning of the year, 
and that our people are taking on courage and strength. 

— We believe that, under God, the foundation has been laid for gratifying and permanent 
prosperity for the future.

II.—ON REFORMS. 


Reform means to form again, and implies the existence of wrong. The church being 
the professed embodiment of righteousness she must fight against these wrongs. 

Tue Liquor Trarric.—This is the most gigantic evil in the land. We see and hear of 
its evil effects everywhere. We pray that it may be removed, but it never will be until the 
church takes her stand as she ought against it and votes as she prays. God’s law is prohi- 
bition of all crime, and the human law should be in harmony with God’s law. We as fol 
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lowers of him can bring this law of prohibition into forceif we will by voting as God would 
haveus. You may think that you would only be throwing away your vote just now to vote 
the Prohibition ticket, but not so; the Prohibition party is the only party to-day that stands 
pledged to thisend. Those who vote with this party say with their votes that they desire 
the death of the liquor power. This can not be overthrown by either of the old parties so 
long as they stand upon their present platforms, for the fact is clearly known that they are 
pledged to the liquor business. So for the sake of God and home and country come to the 
front, join the Prohibition party, vote as you pray, then will you have honor of God and 
man, and right will prevail. 

Famity GOvVERNMENT.—We think we need a reform in family government. We are 
sorry to see so many children of Free Methodist parents connect themselves with worldly 
churches, We think if parents would command their children and their households after 
them and train them up in the ‘‘way they should go’’ when they are old they will not depart 
from it. Weare also sorry to see so many allowing their children to be continually going 
out and coming in and otherwise behaving unruly in the house of God during the time of 
worship, thus disturbing the pastor and his congregation. These things ought not to be so. 
Weshould see to it that our children are in the seat with us and behaving themselves in a 
becoming manner in the house of God. May we be impressed with the importance of 
bringing up our children for God. 

SaspatH Deszcration.—The Sabbath is ignored to an alarming extent. Asa people 
we are decidedly opposed to the running of creameries, threshing machines, and other farm 
machinery on the Sabbath We are also opposed to Sabbath baseball. We believe that 
God would have us put these evils down, and we can do it if we only will enforce the law, 
for we have the law on our side which says these things shall not run as they do. Sabbath 
entertainments and social gatherings at times are carried too far. Let us as a church be 
very careful on these lines or God will be displeased with us. 

On Dress.—Let us keep to the Bible line of adornment and not try to see how nearly 
we can dress like the world and not feel condemned, for if we do this we shall soon find our- 
selves wearing what God would not have us wear. 

Sxecrer Socretmms.—Oath bound secret societies are rapidly multiplying. In order to 
keep ourselves free to follow God in all things let us keep ourselves free from these decep- 
tive, Christless organizations and work against them. : 

Toxsacco.—Tobacco is used to an alarming extent by many people professing Chris- 
tianity in North Dakota. All churches should take a stand against this evil. The Bible 
teaches that we must cleanse ourselves from all filthiness of the flesh and spirit and per- 
fect holiness in the fear of God. Look at the boys in our cities using tobacco who are from 
ten to fourteen years of age. Let usstand by the word of God and bring up our children 
jn the way they should go, that when they become old they will not depart from it. 


II].—THE STATE OF THE WORK. 


We consider our people in a very good spiritual condition. During the year past many 
have received a very clear experience in the sanctifying grace of God and are letting their 
light so shine that others seeing their good works are being led to glorify their Father 
which is in heaven. : 

The work of God is spreading, and we have more calls for preaching than we can fill. 
Many Free Methodists from the southern and eastern States have moved into the western 
part of this State and are asking us to come over and help them. - We have travelled over 
most of that country and we are very favorably impressed with the prospects. The soil is 
good and the people are generally industrious. We think they will be easily reached with 
the gospel. 

There is great need of a new church at Wilton. The brethren there thinkif they could 
get help amounting to one hundred dollars from our older circuits that they could put upa 
church out of the native cotton-wood timber which would do to worship in for three or four 
years; then they could side it up and make « very neat little chapel out of it. We found a 
yery spiritual and courageous class of Free Methodists north of Granville. They intend 
to build a new church there if God prospers them with a good crop. There has been a 
great lack of interest in attending our district meetings by both our preachers and official 
members with a few exceptions. However, we hope for better things from our brethren 
in the future. ee : j 

Financially, our work is in a good condition as there is no indebtedness on any of our 
church property that we know of. All of our circuits we think will take care of their pas- 
tors well the coming year, with a little help from the General Mission Board. Some parts 
of our work have had a shortage in crops for the last three years, and consequently their 
means have been limited, but still they have stood nobly by the work of God. . 

There never was a time when a better spirit of harmony and love prevailed in our little 
conference among all our members and preachers than at the present. ‘Behold, how good 
and how pleasant it is for brethren to dwell together in unity !” 

The Larimore mission work is in an encouraging condition as some of the old stand bys 
have returned to the work there, and we believe they will see victory the coming year. 
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The mission work at Fargo needs a strong mission worker who can spend his or her whole 
time early and late visiting from house to house, praying with the people and holding street 
meetings, also one that can preach well and hold a good congregation. We must have this 
place supplied with such a worker. We suggest that you ask the General Mission Board for 
fifty dollars to help support the mission worker here. 

While the work in Jamestown is much improved it is far from self supporting and we 
think best to ask for fifty dollars for the worker there. We think the time has come when 
Isa. 54: 2-5 can be applied to the North Dakota conference, ‘‘Enlarge the place of thy tent, 
and let them stretch forth the curtains of thine habitations; spare not, lengthen thy cords 
and strengthen thy stakes; for thou shalt break forth on the right hand and on the left, 
and thy seed shall inherit the Gentiles, and make the desolate cities to be inhabited. Fear 
not; for thou shalt not be ashamed: neither be thou confounded ; for thou shalt not be put 
to shame; for thou shalt forget the shame of thy youth, and shalt not remember the 
reproach of thy widowhood any more.”’

Four sittings of the conference were held. The most perfect harmony and unity of the 
Spirit prevailed throughout. The religious services were seasions of salvation and spiritual 
power, and a number of persons were either converted, reclaimed or sanctified. Super- 
intendent Jones was wonderfully endued with power in preaching the word, especially on 
Sunday morning, when the effect was indescribable, reminding us of Pentecost. 

W. B. Olmstead the Sunday-school secretary was present asthe representative of the 
Publishing House, and in the interest of Sunday-school work, and his presence and minis- 
trations added much to the interest and enjoyableness of the occasion, and we believe the 
Publishing House will feel the effects of his visit hereafter. He held a meeting Friday 
afternoon in the interest of Sunday-schools and represented the Home Department work 
so effectively that the following resolution was passed by the conference on Saturday: 
“‘Resolved, That the Oregon conference hereby heartily endorses the Sunday-school Home 
Department work, represented by W. B. Olmstead yesterday, and the literature prepared 
for use in that work, and we earnestly reeommend the adoption of it by the Sunday-schools 
of our church within the bounds of the conference.”’ 

The annual business meeting of the W. F. M.S. was held on Saturday afternoon, and 
the following officers were elected: Alma K. Pearce, president; Rachael M. Brisco and 
Aura B. Goode, vice-presidents; Hattie Wrage, secretary ; Winnie J. Cathey, corresponding 
secretary ; A. Lula Haslam, treasurer. A public missionary meeting was held on Sunday 
afternoon, presided over by Alma K. Pearce. W.B. Olmstead preached, and followed his 
sermon with a description of our work in the foreign fields, An offering was called for, 
and over $67 in cash, and $37 in subscriptions was raised in a short time. The society 
reports over $416 raised last year, including a missionary box valued at $70, and $75 for the 
support of five orphans. ~ 

Resolutions of thanks were tendered the president, the secretaries, and the citizens who 
entertained the conference. A collection of $2.75 was taken for the secretary. 

The conference voted to ask an appropriation of $150 from the General Missionary 
Board to this conference to be distributed by the district elders who constitute a conference 
missionary board. 

Rev’d’s W. B. Olmstead of the Michigan conference, B. F. Smalley and A. Beers of the 
Washington conference, and John Allen of the Berea Mission of this city were introduced 

o the conference and invited to honorary seats. 
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A. Beers represented the interests of Seattle Seminary and secured some $220 in cash 
and subscriptions toward an endowment fund. 

Collections amounting to $70 were taken to defray the expenses of the conference, to 
make up deficiencies in conference collections, and to assist the preachers.

II. ON PUBLICATIONS. 


This is a day of cheap literature and perversion of the press. The education of the 
rising generation is being carried on largely by unsaved and skeptical teachers, and the 
Bible is crowded out of our secular schools. The courses of reading suggested for the 
different grades are largely composed of works of fiction and in some instances are highly 
flavored with thought adverse to the teachings of our church. Parents who have observed 
the trend of this educational power with which we all have to do, are, or should be, exercised 
as to how to counteract the evils arising from such influences. 

We believe an appetite may be formed for good reading by the young, and perhaps by 
the older, if such reading as delights, and yet instructs in channels suitable for developing 
moral and godly character be placed in their hands. To this end we would suggest that 
presents to our children, so often foolish and hurtful because unwisely chosen, be selected’ 
from authors whose reputation and character are godly; and further, that our own 
Publishing House be consulted when practicable. We are pleased to note that our 
Sunday-school literature under the able management of W. B. Olmstead, is pure and well 
suited to our children’s needs, and we are glad our Sunday-school supplies come from our 
own Publishing House. 

We appreciate the earnest labors of W. T. Hogue as editor of the Frrm Maruopisr, 
-which we consider as first among Christian newspapers, and should be in the homes of all 
our people before any secular or other religious paper. The Harnest Christian is blessing 
many homes as are other Free Methodist publications. 

We would recommend that our hymn books be used in our worship to the exclusion of 
other song books. Singing is an important part of the worship of God, and the hymns in 
‘the Free Methodist collection are inspiring, elevating and instructive. 


III. ON EDUOATION. 


It is said that a bar of iron worth one dollar, if it be refined, tempered and made into 
watch springs is worth one thousand dollars. An uneducated man, if God be with him, is 
a power for God and righteousness; but if refined and tempered by being properly 
educated, and his natural powers trained and developed, his influence for truth and right- 
eousness is increased a thousand fold. i 

The value of our young people to the church and the world when trained and educated 
often proves greater than our highest expectations; and money spent for this purpose will 
yield rich returns. RR i ; 

No. church, perhaps, pays as much for Christian education as our own in proportion 
to her means, and none we are sure maintains so high a moral and spiritual standard, both 
theoretically and practically. j a) 

Opportunities for securing an education were never so abundant as now, but it has come 
to pass that in the larger number of all the great institutions of learning infidel doctrines 
are sown in the hearts of the young, unfitting them for the work of God and the service of 
the church. Even our theological seminaries are fast becoming what Oharles G. Finney 
terms ‘theological cemeteries,’’ their professors joining with higher critics and eyolu- 
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tionists; hence the greater necessity of thoroughly Christian schools, which are loyal 
to the teachings of the prophets, Jesus, and the apostles, schools where the Holy 
Spirit may come in showers upon the souls of all to preserve them alive, that they may go 
a Hite the world with intense and quickened thought to do battle for Christ and the 
church. 

It is a matter of high gratification to us that we have such an institution on this coast 
and at our doors. We are thankful for its prosperity from the first until now. Let us 
help it with our prayers, our money, and with our-young people as far as we are able.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


I.—ON REFORMS. 


Reforms in order to be permanent must be founded upon the word of God and be 
brought about through the agency of unselfish, heroic, God-fearing men and women. 

Reformers are never in the majority. They are never correctly understood, properly 
appreciated or adequately honored until after they are dead. 

He who would be a true reformer must consent to breast the opposition of sinful, sel- 
fish, sordid men. He must bid good-bye to smiles, to honeyed words, to life’s luxuries and 
delights. He must have his feet planted upon the granite of God’s immutable truth, his 
eye fixed upon a mark unseen by sinful, Christless worldings. He must have hands clean 
from any and every bribe; ears closed to every trumphet of uncertain sound; his nostrils 
so free from sinful catarrhal impediment as to enable him to catch the faintest odors of 
corruption whether in church or state; his loins must be girt about with truth; in short he 

must be a man, yea, a man of God, one who is willing to wait for his reward until the 
crowning day. 

The Free Methodist church is known asa reform church. She rightly seeks to reform 
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society by reforming the individual members thereof. She is found in opposition, and 
justly so, to everything which stands in the way of man’s reformation, salvation and im- 
mortalization. 

We recognize that organized, oath-bound, secret societies are in existence contrary to 
the word of God, and that they are the embodiment of selfishness, hence merit the con- 
demnation of all true Christians. How enlightened men professing to follow in the foot- 
steps of him who in secret said nothing, can take the blood-curdling oaths and submit to 
the silly performances required of her semi-dude candidates for initiation is a mystery far 
beyond the mysteries of which she vainly boasts. 

The Free Methodist church, living in the sunshine of God’s favor and maintaining the 
principles of righteousness taught in the word of God, feels to oppose by loving persuasion 
and legal force that sum of all villianies, the legalized rum traffic. She pities the victim 
of strong drink. ‘She groans as she sees him give to the wife of his youth the fatal blow, 
and groans more deeply still as she watches him smite aside the loving children who 
attempt to rescue her who gave them birth and mother’s milk. Her tender hand brushes 
aside the tears of her motherless children. 

She looks upon the noble form of u young man who but for rum would be filling an 
honorable position in life, as he stands upon the fatal scaffold ready to be launched into 
eternity. Her ear catches the groans and wails of the tens of thousands of voices which 
issue forth from almshouses and prison cells. She asks, Who causes, who permits, who 
votes for this? At once a procession long passes by. In its columns dense are found, side 
by side, the keeper of the harlots’ den and he who smilingly stands before the innocent 
children in your Sabbath-school and tells them of purity and heaven, the bloated brewer 
and man in black who Sabbath by Sabbath descants upon loving our neighbor as ourselves, 
and the man who deals out to his fellows whisky red,:along with bishop smooth and soft. 
with spine extracted and God’s fear gone. Weask who are these and whence go they? 
Ah, they are wise and grand and noble republicans and democrats on their way to the 
polls to cast their votes for the perpetuation of this demon traffic. As she gazes on the 
crowd 60 large and powerful, she cries, How long, O God, how long! And as these men 
look upon us in our unequal struggle and say, ‘‘You never can succeed,’’ she remembers 
the Red sea, the sun standing still upon Gibeon; she remembers Oalvary; she thinks of 
1861-5, and watches the shackles fall from a million of men. She remembers right and 
justice, and truth and love, and mercy and heaven and God, and cries, ‘‘We will battle on 
until we die or see this hellish monster driven from our land.’’ Our conference, thank 
God, composed entirely of men who vote for prohibition, needs simply to say, We will 
walk by the same rule, we will mind the same things. 

We would enter our most solemn protest against the present republican administration 
allowing legalized prostitution in the Philippines, and against the inhuman modes of war- 
fure allowed by our troops on those islands. Wethank God for the New Voice and its 
noble editor, John G. Woolley, and will ever pray that its unpopular work of exposing 
corruption at Washington and abroad may continue until such unpleasant work be no 
longer needed. The California Voice for Californians is.a necessity. Rev. Phillips, 
its editor, is making a noble fight and shall have our prayers and practical support. 

Increased Sabbath desecration is witnessed with sadness. Let us carefully and con- 
scientiously avoid riding upon railway, electric or horse cars on God’s day. Let us refrain 
from all ordinary labor on the Sabbath except it be of necessity or of mercy, and plam for 
just as little of that which is of necessity as possible. ; 

Let us guard carefully against those small departures from the plain path of righteous- 
ness which makes reforms a necessity. Let us keep plain and simple in our attire, and 
wherein any departure from the word of God or our Discipline has taken place reform at 
once, and the God of reforms will continue to smile upon, bless and use us. j 





II.—ON PUBLICATIONS. 


This is an age and country in which nearly every one can read. Cities, towns, villages, 
and school districts have their libraries. Even small villages have their weekly newspaper, 
and places of greater importance have their dailies. It isa most lamentable fact that 
trashy and impure literature which poisons the minds of our young people and all who read 
it is scattered over our land. Error is being industriously propagated and is so skilfully 
disguised as to deceive the unwary. Books of all kinds are being multiplied. The young 
and inexperienced are in great danger of being led astray. 

We are glad that we have a publishing house from which issues a pure literature, and 
we are safe in putting its publications into our homes. We rejoice that the Pree Methodist 
and the Harnest Christian have so often stood in the front of the battle as faithful expo- 
nents of practical holiness, and in denouncing the popular sins of the day. We asa con- 
ference feel that they should take a more definite stand on voting prohibition, and believe 
that our editors should be men who will always vote a ticket that the saloon-keeper hates 
and not be afraid to let it be known. We would also recommend that our people take the- 
Missionary Tidings and include it in their Sunday-school supplies. 

It has been said that the life or biography of a good man is food for the soul, and in 
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this connection we are glad to note that our Publishing House is bringing out some cheap 
editions of Wood’s ‘‘Perfect Love,”’ ‘‘Life of Redfield,” etc., as well as the biographies of 
the early Methodists, which are quite inspiring.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I.—ON MEMOIRS. 


God in his infinite wisdom has seen fit during the past year to take from our numbers 
two of our most beloved and honored members—-Thomas H. Vipond and W. W. Dickson. 
Both were venerable with age and ripe for the harvest. It isimpossible to express in words 
the love and high esteem in which they were held by the entire conference. 

Father Vipond was a remarkable man in many respects. He was born in Scotland. 
May 14, 1807, and under the training of a godly mother, who sat under the ministry of the 
Wesleys, he received that religious instruction which led him in early youth to give his 
heart to God and his life to his service. While yet a young man he left his native land to 
seek his fortune in the far West. He at first made his home in Oanada, afterwards in IIli- 
nois. The Jast years of his life were spent with us in Colorado, a member of the Colorado 
conference from the time of its organization, sometimes district elder, sometimesin charge 
of a circuit, and sometimes as evangelist, until he was superannuated at the conference 
held in 1894. He was at every annual session of the conference except the one last year. 
He also attended the camp-meetings of the district to which he belonged. He was always 
a welcome guest in the homes of the saints, and took a deep interest in both old and young. 
Many of the ministers of this conference have received help from his wise counsels and 
liberal hand. His mind, well stored with useful knowledge, retained unusual vigor until 
near the close of life. He watched with deep interest the events of the nations, and studied 
their history in the light of prophecy, to catch if possible some sign of his coming Lord. 
He had a deep reverence for God and divine things, and his approaches to God in prayer 
bias oe and devout, an example worthy of imitation by all Christians. He died 

une 1, : 

Brother Dickson was a wonderful man, made so by a deep, rich experience in th 
things of God, which made him a great blessing and comfort to all who ely inany iedhle: 
He was born September 13, 1826, in Windsor, New York. His early religious life was spent 
among the Presbyterians where he occupied positions of honor, and was loved and re- 
spected. But when the light of God shone upon him he took the cross and became a hum- 
ble Free Methodist preacher of no mean ability. He lived in touch with divinity, and God 
honored his faith, and gave him homes and friendsin the Colorado conference who will 
eyer love and cherish his memory. He died October <0, 1901. 

A book of unusual interest could be made from the lives of these godly men. Their 
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work on earth is done and they have gone to their reward. We miss them. Their memory 
will be cherished by the Colorado conference, and the influence of their lives will be like 
precious ointment poured forth, ‘‘The righteous shall be had in everlasting remembrance.”’ 


I]—ON STATE OF THE WORK. 


We, your committee on the state of the work, would respectfully submit the following: 

First of all we feel very grateful to the Giver of all good for a continuation of the spirit 
of brotherly love which prevails among us as preachers and people; also for a God-given 
conviction to stand by and hold up before the people the true standard of New Testament 
salvation in doctrine, experience and practice. God has owned and blest our labors in the 
conversion of sinners and the sanctification of believers during the past conference year, 
and we believe that while the fields are white for the harvest new doors of usefulness are 
opening before us, and the prospect is encouraging for a genuine revival of old-fashioned 
gospel salvation. To this end we would urge upon both preachers and people a more thor 
ough abandonment of themselves to all the will and work of God for the salvation of lost 
men and women and the building up of the kingdom of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ 
upon earth. . 

We are glad to report a decided improvement in the collecting of the conference claims. 
This shows what can be done by earnest, persistent effort on the part of the preachers. We 
also notice that on some of the cireuits there is greater interest taken in the matter of rais- 
ing the pastor’s support. Thisis as it should be on all the circuits, and we believe that if 
the stewards and class leaders will do their duty as described in our book of Discipline there 
will be a great improvement in this matter. The lack of this causes a number of our 
worthy ministers to suffer for the necessaries of life, and hence the temptation to turn aside 
from the work of the ministry to some secular employment. The laity are just as much 
bound to look after the temporal necessities of the pastor as he is to look after and minis- 
ter to their spiritual needs: ‘‘For the laborer is worthy of his hire.’’ ‘‘And thou shalt not 
muzzle the mouth of the ox that treadeth out the corn.’’ Thus saith the Lord. 

There has been an increase of church property. A new parsonage has been built on 
the Pine River and Hesperus circuit, thus making a neat and comfortable place for the 
pastor to live. A new and commodious brick parsonage has been built at Denver, thereby 
cutting off considerable expense to the preacher in charge, where rents are so high. The 
Lord has opened the way for us to get a good church building and two lots in a good loca- 
tion in the thriving town of Longmont. We believe this will prove to bea great help to the 
opening up of our work in that part of the country. 

With renewed courage, and faith in God we go forth to our new fields of labor the com- 
ing conference year to wage an aggressive warfare against the world, the flesh and the 
devil, and to plant the standard of the cross throughout the length and breadth of this land. 


III.—ON PUBLIOATIONS. 


The press is one of the most powerful instrumentalities for good or evil of the present 
day. An influence, like that of a mighty river, goes out from it to bless or curse the world. 
The awful stench of death follows in the wake of the impure literature that floods our land, 
and thousands upon thousands of the young people of our country are drawn every year 
into the cesspools of moral rottenness, to go down into eternal night, without God and with- 
out hope forever through this channel of evil. The gospel is the only power, preached or 
published, that can stay this tide of death. The printing pressisa mighty factor under 
God in the hands of the church in rescuing the lost and staying this tide of evil. The 
religious press is helpless to accomplish this end, only as God works through it. Much of 
the so-called religious reading of the day is so diluted with false teaching and doctrines 
that it is powerless to accomplish the good it professes or purposes to do. f 

We believe that, as a church, we are the nearest right, and our principles and issues the 
most scriptural of any church in the land, and being such we ought to be the most spirit- 
ual. We believe that we are, and that our church paper and periodicals are a greater 
power for good than any that are published ; therefore, let us stand by them. Let us be a 
unit in their support; and if they do not measure up to our ideal, their columns are open fo 
our articles, and with these and our prayers let us make them what we think they ought to 
be. Through these channels we can reach the whole church. ‘‘A little leaven leaveneth 
the whole lump.”’ It is very easy to stand back and criticise and find fault and thus hinder 
those who are doing their best; but the better way is to come forward with our support 
and thus help on this blessed work in which we are engaged. God will help us if we take. 

*,our places in his work and do our part: Therefore we urge upon all of our people to stand 
by and support with their patronage, prayers: and means these blessed channels for carry- 
ing on God’s work in the world. 


IV.—ON SUNDAY SOHOOLS. 


No part of church work is more important than the Sunday-echool. The children are: 
the hope of the church. Some one has truly said, ‘‘Give me the first nine years of 2 child's 
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life and you may have the rest.’’ Statistics show that the vast majority of Chri 
are of any consequence in the church, are those who have been converted early i 

At a Sunday-school convention recently held, it was learned that out of 2300 » 
more than 2100 were converted under 20 years of age. At a union meeting W-.u we 
attended, out of 700 Christians, nearly 600 were converted under 20 years of age. In view 
of these facts we earnestly recommend that special efforts be put forth for the conversion 
of the children in the Sunday-school. 

To this end we recommend that Sunday-school prayer meetings be held quite frequent- 
ly in the place of the regular exercise of the Sunday-school, or at proper times. Regular 
children’s meetings may be held for this purpose during the week. 

We notice a lack of interest on the part of the parents in Sunday-school work. The 
“Home Department”’ is adapted to secure the interest of the parents and we urge its adop- 
tion in all our schools. More systematic visiting is needed on the part of the teachers and 
superintendents in order to secure regular attendance of the children. Teachers’ meetings 
should be held as often as possible for the benefit of the teachers. We would urge that at 
Jeagt one Sunday-schoo! convention be held on each district during the year.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


I.—ON EDUCATION. 


The term education is defined as the act of drawing out or developing. The trend in 
which this developing is manifest or sought determines the usefulness of the individual for 
good or bad, for righteousness or unrighteousness, for God or Satan. How important it is 
that we get a Christian education! What isa man worth without an education? What is 
aman worth with an education? These are vital questions which come before us for con- 
sideration. Ask the man who possesses wisdom and knowledge what it can be purchased 
for, what he would take for this great, assisting agency in the field of usefulness and 
enlightenment. It cannot be purchased for gold. ‘‘Where ignorance is bliss it is folly to 
be wise; but God places no premium on ignorance. He is wisdom.and urges all to get 
the same. The man who gets converted to God always begins to educate himself. He 
becomes a learner of truth with a desire to make progress in righteousness, What is the 
cause of spiritual deadness and formalism? Spiritual ignorance. What is the cause of 
fanaticism? Ignorance: What is the cause of spiritual “pride? Lack of wisdom and a 
desire to exalt self. Confusion and hypercriticalism might often be avoided if we were better 
educated and versed in spiritual knowledge. In the erection of any structure the most 
important thing is the foundation. The future usefulness of our children depends largely 
upon the fundamental principles Jaid at the beginning of life, for ‘‘as the twig is bent the 
tree is inclined.”’ 

‘* We are building every day 
A temple the world may not see.’’ 


It is all important that we lay the foundation of the future usefulness of our children 
by giving them a good education in the arts and sciences. and in spiritual knowledge as 
well, What we are worth without an education and our worth with an education is 
illustrated in the fact that a bar of iron worth $5.00, when pounded into horse-shoes is 
worth $10.50; when made into needles it is worth $355; when made into pen knife blades 
it is worth $3285; when made into balance springs for watches it is worth $250,000. So it 
is; in the ignorance of sin we are worth very little, but fashioned under the hammer of God 
the value of our usefulness increases. God places a high estimate-upon those who are pure 
in heart and love him. How much we may be worth for God is determined by the effort 
put forth to educate ourselves and our children by improving our time and walking in the 
light of the Holy Spirit. 

; How shal! we educate our children and not associate them with evil influences which poi- 
son and corrupt the moral character? Send them to our own schools where the salvation of 

their souls is one of the main issues; where godliness is promoted and every effort possible 

* put forth to make them subjects of light and purity that shall bless the world in the ages 
o come. 

Christian education puts error to flight and promotes the truth. It saves us from isms 
and schisms. It promotes unity and that which elevates the soul ; therefore 

Resolved, That we request our elders to put fortha greater effort to encourage our 
preachers to perservere in their studies, and insist more strongly on the quarterly examin- 
ations which lightens the-overplus of work generally experienced at our annual confer- 
ences. : 
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I1.—ON PUBLICATIONS. 


This is a subject having a very important bearing upon our life asa church. People 

are affected and influenced by the character of what they read. Too much stress cannot 

. be laid upon the necessity of furnishing pure reading matter to those whom we would lead 
into the right way. While the press is an inestimable blessing when used properly, it is a 
powerful agent in desseminating worldly and corrupting literature over the land when in 
the hands of the enemies of the cause of Christ. 

The young people of to-day make a demand for books and papers unheard of before. 
The wonderful facilities for furnishing reading matter has cheapened the supply and in- 
ereased the demand. So the responsibility of doing our part in providing literature, 
wholesome and pure, for those under our care and within our reach is resting heavily 
upon us, 

Everywhere false doctrine is asserting itself in the form of literature of various kinds 
frequently disgusied by being mixed with truth. On all sides little irresponsible sheets, 
advocating some hobby, are thrust upon us for our patronage. It is high time that our 
church awake to its duty and privilege regarding this matter. 

While we would commend our people for the interest they have taken in subscribing 
for our Free Mernopist, there are many homes where it is almost unknown. Yet many 
of these are taking one or more secular papers and often other religious journals. No 
person can be a genuine, intelligent, well informed Free Methodist, unless he reads the 
FREE Mernovisr, and no home among us should be without our church paper, our Discip- 
line and our hymn book, 

We deplore the fact that so few of our members have these valuable aids to Christian 
character. 

We heartily commend the Frez Meruopist, which is so carefully and ably edited, the 
Harnest Christian, with its pure matter, the Missionary Tidings, devoted to our foreign 
work, and the clean, bright and pure Sabbath- school papers and ts esson helps issued by our 
publishing house to ‘aid us in the instruction of the children and the older people under 
our care. 


Ii1.—ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 


The Sunday-school being one of the most important factors of the church in training 
the youth of our land in the principles of righteousness, it is important that we keep before 
them the best literature and seek to make our schools interesting by deep spirituality and 
piety in both superintendents and teachers. We still insist upon the Free Methodist 
schools for Free Methodist people. We believe more time might be spent profitably in the 
study of the lessons by both teachers and scholars, 

ane way would be for parents to adopt the daily readings in connection with their 
worship 

We know of nothing better in the way of lesson helps than the Light and Life; also 
Free Methodist Catechism could be used as a means of instruction beneficially. We heart- 
ily reeommend them. 

Our Home Department work might be used to advantage as a means.of reaching those 
who do not attend Sunday-school, and thus induce them to become regular attendants of 
our schools. 

We would further recommend the formation of Sunday-school boards according to 
Discipline, Par. 185, believing this would enhance the interest and aid in the study of the 
\ESHOR, and thus better equip teachers to instruct.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I—ON STATE OF THE WORK. 


Your committee on state of the work would make the following report: 

Six camp-meetings, three Fourth of July meetings, and three tent meetings have been 
held this year with good results. We have increased in unity and faith, and a general 
revival spirit prevails. Thenew work is remarkable for its spirituality. Some have united 
with us from other conferences, and a goodly number of young ministers and workers have 
been raised up the past year who are aggressive and filled with courage. 

The tongue has been bridled the past year; the attendance at our quarterly meetings 
has increased, and the outlook for the future of our conference is very encouraging; yet 
we believe it to be the privilege of our people to enjoy a deeper spirituality. 


II._ON CHRISTIAN EDUOATION. 


Every spiritual movement of permanent consequence has its attendant impulse to 
Christian culture. As exponents of this sentiment a number of schools have a place in our 
church. The immediate purpose of these institutions is to provide the opportunity for our 
young people to acquire liberal as well as special education, with the most favorable moral 
and religious surroundings. It is not enough that our children be cultured—it must be 
Christian culture. We recognize the province of Free Methodist schools in fitting their 
students to be, to do, to dare, to suffer for Jesus’ sake in home and foreign lands, 

It should require no argument to induce our people to patronize our own schools. It is 
well nigh useless to expect the salvation of our children when we voluntarily entrust the 
moulding of their characters to infidels and skeptics. In this, if in anything, we must be 
‘sworkers together with God.”’ 

We note with satisfaction that the Free Methodists of the patronizing territory of 
Orleans Seminary are constant in their allegiance to this institution. Preachers and pil- 
grims of the Platte River conference are intensely in earnest in their support of the school, 
and there are unmistakable evidences of increased interest in the adjoining conferences; 
yet much remains to be done in securing the best results. We are easily within the truth 
in saying that not more than one in ten of our young people who should enjoy its benefits 
is to be found in the seminary. God has owned the sacrifice of his people in carrying and 
materially diminishing the seminary indebtedness during the financial pressure. Our past” 
efforts in this direction should be continued. It is ours to still pray, give and labor. We 
must not rest until, free from debt and thoroughly equipped and endowed, our school 
stands second to none in this western country. 


IIJ._ON SABBATH-SCHOOLS. 


The Sunday-school is an institution for which we should praise God and feel grateful 
to the man who was first moved to gather together and religiously instruct children on the 
Sabbath day. We reaffirm the necessity of parents accompanying their children to Sun- 
day-school promptly and constantly. We insist on the introduction and use of our litera- 
ture to the exclusion of all other, and recommend a more general use of charts, black- 
boards, object lessons, etc., by our people. We are pleased to know that the Home Depart- 
ment work is being pushed by the leaders of our church and indorsed by our conference; 
and hope our Sunday-school workers in general will put the plan into operation. We 
advise the use of the Free Methodist Oatechism as good supplementary work. It is our 
blessed privilege to keep our Sunday-school spiritual, interesting and out of formal 
routitie. 
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IV.—ON PUBLICATIONS. 


Your committee on publications would submit the following report: 

While we look upon the dime novel and story paper of to-day as degrading and an 
open and avowed enemy of God and his cause, and intend to continue a warfare against 
the same, we believe that we see in the so-called religious literature of Adventism, Oome- 
outism, Dowieism, Mormonism or Latter Day Saints, and Christian Science a more subtle 
foe than these—‘‘a wolf in sheep’s clothing.’”’ As a small amount of poison unfits the 
choicest food for use, so the false doctrines and teachings of these works corrupt them and 
destroy their usefulness, rendering them dangerous and deceptive. ‘‘While they promise 
them liberty they themselves are the servants of corruption’ (2 Pet.2:19). We warn and 
admonish all to ‘‘have no fellowship with the unfruitful works of darkness, but rather 
reprove them.’’ ~ 

We regret that the works of Wesley, Olarke, B. T. Roberts and other men of sound 
experience and unquestioned piety are being set aside, and the libraries of many of our 
people, and some of our ministers, are filling up with the popular holiness works of a later 
date. We believe this is a departure from “‘the ancient landmarks which our fathers have 
set.”? Our mission as a church is ‘‘to maintain the Bible standard of Ohristianity and to 
preach the gospel to the poor.’’ Many of the holiness publications of to-day we think are 
below this standard. 

We thank God that in the midst of this flood of impure and irreligious literature we 
see a small stream issuing from the consecrated press of the Free Methodist Publishing 
House, whose living waters sparkle with divine truth. The first of these productions is the 
Free Methodist—a clean, straight holiness paper, which ought to be in the home of every 
member of our church. We would emphasize the fact that the Sabbath-school literature 
put out by our publishing house is the best to be found, and should be in use in all our 
schools. The publishing house handles a choice selection of books, which ought to be 
circulated as much as possible. 

In closing we want to remind you that we havea Hymn Book. Itisagoodone, The 
Discipline says we should use it. It may be obtained at the publishing house also.

III.—ON PUBLICATIONS. 


These are days when “of making many books there is no end.’”’ Equally true is it that 
many of them are of a light, trashy character, while not a few are absolutely pernicious, 
Hence, the necessity of laying stress upon a careful selection, and urgency of disseminat- 
ing that which is wholesome, uplifting and spiritual in its character. As a church we 
should be foremost in this as in other respects as regards our position in the van of refor- 
mation and spirituality. Especially we would recognize the benefit of disseminating books 
on the subject of holiness and biographies of those who enjoyed and exemplified this grace. 
We are glad to note that our publishing house has obtained the copyright and plates of 
some such books, and will be pleased to hear of more such acquisitions in the future. 

As to our publications, we would record our opinion of the high merit and sound doc- 
trine with which their pages are filled from time to time. The /ree Methodist, not only 
with us as a people, but with many others, ranks as the very best all ’round religious paper 
and holiness periodical extant. Its subscription list should be larger, so that its helpful 
influence might be felt more widely. Especially should no Free Methodist family be with- 
out its weekly visits. 

The high standard of our Sunday-school supplies is very gratifying ; and the advent of 
our church Catechism should produce better knowledge of the doctrines of the Bible, and 
produce stronger spiritual character among our young people. We would advise the 
organization of classes in the Catechism in our Sunday-schools wherever possible. 

We would advise our pastors to patronize our own publishing house as much as possi- 
ble, and scatter those books which best represent our spiritual and reformatory standards. 
The times demand the employment of this and all other agencies at command to the 
greatest possible extent for the salvation of the people. Let us assume our share of respon- 
sibility, and so labor as finally to hear, ‘‘Well done, good and faithful servant.’’ 


IV.—ON EDUOATION, 


At the present time there is a large field of usefulness for salvation schools, There are 
many educational institutions in the land which utterly fail in imparting spiritual life to 
their students. In fact they do worse than fail, for they fill their minds with skeptical 
views regarding God and his word. and so turn them away from the salvation of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

Some large church organizations have recently become alarmed to find that their cher- 
ished institutions of learning are manned with teachers who, like those in Jeremiah’s time, 
have‘‘ rejected the word of the Lord, and what wisdom is in them.’’ With such a condition 
of things all around us it is with thankfulness that we see the manifest blessing of God on our 
own church schools; and note the advancement along the lines of true Ohristian education. 
Whatever may have been our fears during the early years of these institutions, the results 
now clearly show that the great sacrifice and labor have not been in vain in the Lord, 
Oonsidering the investment of money, labor and time, there is no department of our work 
that has yielded so large and permanent a fruitage as that of Ohristian education. 

But, after all, the work has but fairly begun; for the rapid increase of population and 
the large attendance of students is bringing still greater demands, which must be met if 
we hold the ground already gained and take advantage of the enlarged opportunities for 
usefulness which are now before us. 

Wessington Springs Seminary, of which we are a patronizing conference, is a noble 
school and is worthy of our heartiest support. Students who are sent there will have excel- 
leut opportunities for spiritual as well as mental advancement. Just now there is a press- 
ing need for money to increase the departmenta and facilities to meet the present demand. 
We most heartily recommend to the faithful women of our conference the efforts now 
being made to secure funds to build a ladies’ hall, a building very much needed. Asa 
conference we ought to make a strong, united effort this year in behalf of this worthy insti- 
tution. Let us not be found wanting. 

We would not encourage our people to engage in enterprises which lead to the forma- 
tion of new schools, as we believe we have all the schools that we can well support. But 
we would turn our undivided efforts towards building up and sustaining our present Ohris- 
tian schools. ‘ 

We further recommend that Rev. J. B. Freeland be allowed suitable time at the con- 

‘clusion of this report to present the needs of Wessington Springs Seminary. 


V.—ON STATE OF THE WORK, 


On looking over the condition of our work we have reason to be thankful for as healthy 
u condition of affairs as exists. In the main our people are ‘‘asking for the old paths.”’ 
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With few exceptions we note that our pilgrims are the plain, neat, shining-faced saints of 
the old Methodist type. 

Unfortunately our work has had very few revivals within the last few years. This con- 
dition has its causes, and it becomes us to inquire into and remedy them, for without revi- 
vals our work will die out, and our occupancy of the territory be a thing of the past. 

There is a crying need for greater aggressiveness. There is yet much territory to be 
occupied. It is our conviction that our pastors, in the absence of conference evangelistic 
help, should unite in holding revivals and occupying new territory. Too frequently our 
protracted services fail to produce desired results for lack of proper support. The pastor 
is too often left almost alone, and the result is he wears himself out without being able to 
accomplish desired results. In order that pastors may be able thus to unite in the work 
our people should use to better advantage the sub-pastorate of early Methodism, Viz., the 
class-leaders, local ‘preachers and exhorters. Doubtless back of this we need a mighty 
pentecostal anointing to furnish power to operate these agencies. 

We feel that many of the laity must get in closer touch with the needs of the work. 
We fear they feel little burden, because they understand so little of the condition of the 
work relative to soul-saving. Some of our people need a spirit of greater liberality in pro- 
viding for the prosecution of the task before us. We fear many do not give as much for 
God’s cause as they spent before they were saved in sinful indulgences. Too few give 
according to system, making the tenth of their income the minimum amount they set apart 
for God's work. O brethren, get this cause on your hearts, and then respond in keeping 
with your desires. : 

We fear, too, that there is a tendency in the ministry to lose sight of their all-impor- 
tant mission of building up the church of God and winning souls for Christ. In too many 
cases our ordination vows are measurably forgotten. So, instead of devoting ourselves to 
God’s work wholly, in the ministry of the word, in prayer, in visiting and in study, we have 
turned our attention to secular pursuits. Wherever this has been done dissatisfaction has 
resulted, the interest has waned, and to continue such a course will ultimately result in 
death to the cause. We fear there is too great aptitude on the part of some to say, ‘‘What 
shall we eat, and what shall we drink, and wherewithal shall we be clothed?” rather than to 
walk in the light of God and trust his promises. This weakens faith, blunts our conscience 
relative to consecration, and makes us an easy prey to the tempter’s suggestions. If, as 
preachers, we would realize the best results, we must burn the bridges behind us, devote 
ourselves entirely to this work, become more studious, more engaged in the work of pas- 
tors. May God aid us to such consecration of ourselves to this work. 

Finally, both preachers and people need a deeper unity. There have been too frequent 
conversations among our people concerning each other, which may properly be classed as 
evil speaking. Wherever this occurs, naturally the unity is broken, hearts are estranged 
and our work weakened. Let us read that part of our book of Discipline concerning “‘unity 
among ourselves,’’ and obtain and read the book ‘‘Heart and Church”’ there reeommended, 
go down before God and obtain such a pentecostal anointing as will aid us in carrying out 
its provisions; so shall the Lord own us and “‘revive us again.” 


VI.—ON MEMOIRS. 


Rev. W. B. Nixon was born October 17,1855, and died June 18, 1902. He was converted 
in a tent meeting held in Platteville, Wisconsin, in 1870, and united with the Free Method- 
ist church. He joined the Iowa conference in 1884. At the organization of the West lowa 
conference in 1885 he became a member of the same. He traveled the following circuits: 
Dunlap, Lenox and Cromwell; Sidney and Walkerville; Bingham, Gravity and Bedford ; 
Clarinda and College Springs; Imogene, Scranton, Shenandoah and Coin; Clarinda and 
Shambaugh; and Bear Grove. He was emphatically a good man. He made a success in 
living religion. Though called to pass through severe afflictions he was sustained by the 
grace of God. He wasa preacher of no mean ability. His aim was to glorify God. He, 
with the great apostle to the Gentiles, could say, ‘‘For to me to live is Ohrist, and to die is 
gain.’ The last year of his life was one of great bodily affliction, but he endured as seeing 
Him who is invisible. Toward the last he desired to depart and be with Christ. His last 
words were, ‘‘Praise the Lord!’’ A good, true man has fallen. May we die the death of 
the righteous, and may our last end be like his. 


VII.—_ON SABBATH-SCHOOLS. 


Impressions made upon the mind in the early part of life are lasting. Therefore we 
recognize the importance of the Sabbath-school as a good field in which to sow the seed of 
truth with the expectation of its yielding a harvest of good Christian men and women. 

The church certainly receives great benefit from the Sabbath-school. Not only are the 
young nourished and instructed in the doctrines of the Bible as they are taught in our 
church, but it is a source through which older, ones can gain knowledge, especially young 
converts, also those who unite with us from formal churches. We ought to be awake to the 
fact that the “‘scripture is given by inspiration of God, and is profitable for doctrine, for 
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reproof, for correction in righteousness, that the man of God may be perfect, thoroughly 
furnished unto all good works.’’ We, therefore, with these facts before us, would humbly 
say, Let all who are interested in their own souls and the souls of others, be interested in 
the Sabbath-school. 

1. We would urge the pastors of circuits to give this part of the church work their 
earnest attention. As it is natural to look to the leader, much depends upon the interest 
the preacher takes in the Sabbath-school, as to whether it will be a success. 

The parents must take an interest in seeing that their children attend our own Sab- 
Lela and manifest their desire for the children’s welfare by being in the school 
wi em, 

3. Let the officers and teachers be selected from the best talent in the church, those 
who are sound in doctrine, faith, experience and Christian character. Also select the best 
singer to lead, and urge that the singing be spiritual and have life and soul in it. We 
would also say, let us insist that our own church Sabbath-school literature be used in all 
our schools, as we know it to be sound in doctrine. 

We recommend that our schools be organized according to Discipline; also, that we 
indorse the Home Department work. 

And last, but not least, let us expect immediate results through our Sabbath-school 
labor in the conversion of souls. 


VIII.—ON REFORMS. 


SaspatH DrsrecratTion.—Irreverence and disregard for the Sabbath of the Lord is 
alarmingly on the increase. Sunday excursions, base-ball games, and the pursuits of 
pleasure are rapidly taking the place of religious worship among the masses. Also, among 
our own people in some places we notice with regret a growing tendency to spend the day 
in Sunday visiting and secular conversation. We also find some on almost every circuit 
who have contracted that most fatal contagion—Sunday sickness. Some say that nothing 
ails them ; some give them up for lost; while others think they are trying to get around the 
cross. My brethren, these things ought not so to be. 

Tue Socran Evin.—The social evil, with all its moral virus and physical corruption, is 
alarmingly on the increase, and demands, on our part, as Christians and citizens of our 
country, that we put forth heroic efforts to stem the tide of evil and purify the morals of 
family, church and state. We call especial attention to the splendid articles from the able 
pen of our beloved editor, W. T. Hogue, treating on the social evil, which have appeared 
oe Mp Free Methodist for several weeks just past. We hope all our people have read those 
articles. 

Sxcret Socretires.—Like the frogs in Egypt, their number is legion. The whole brood 
has its origin in carnal selfishness, and cannot but produce its kind in fruit. These socie- 
ties are becoming more and more a menace to the peace and happiness of those who do 
not goin with them. Brethren, is it not a fact that some of usseldom, if ever, uttera 
word, either in public or private, against this great and growing evil? Let us awake and 
sound the alarm, ‘‘Come out of her, my people.”’ 

THE Liquor Trarric.—How shall we meet this great evil? Answer—Agitate, educate. 
The use of alcoholic liquors is on the increase. This is clearly noticeable in the enormous 
amount of money spent for spirits, wine and beer in the year 1901, which amounts to 
$1,219,000,000, or $15.70 per capita for each man, woman and child in the United States; 
or $75.00 for each family. Weare thoroughly disgusted with the old whisky parties, which 
have traduced the cause of temperance so often, and sold out to the rummies for filthy 
lucre’s sake. We are thoroughly convinced that the only way to suppress this giant evil is 
to vote the straight prohibition ticket. 

Tur Mustacuze.—We have great reason to be thankful for the manifest reformation 
upon the faces of our ministry, and hope the day is not far distant when the lone mustache, 
both with the ministry and laity, will be a thing of the past,

{1.—ON PUBLICATIONS. 


Your committee to whom was referred the subject of Publications beg leave to submit 
the following report: One of the greatest powers for the upbuilding or destruction of the 
world is the press. By what men read they are made either better or worse. One has said, - 
“TIT am a part of all I ever read.”’ or what I read goes to make up what I am. Good men 
and bad men have both gotten a grip on the press. They are both determined to succeed 
in their work. The world, like an open sea, permits all people to steer where they please. 
Hence the necessity of having a definite purpose to choose the good and right, and to pass 
by the wrong and bad. As Christians and Free Methodists we should be especially careful 
as to what we read. We consider the publications of the Free Methodists as among the 
best, if not the best, published ; the freest from destructive teaching. Seldom do we find 
anything within their pages but what is practical and experimental. The Free Methodist, 
with its able editor and many able contributors, makes up the best weekly paper that we 
ean find. The Earnest Christian, a monthly magazine, always comes filled with choice 
things. We recommend the Missionary Tidings to allour people. Our Sunday-school 
literature is excellent and should be taken by si our Sunday-schools. We would also rec- 
ommend the Olive Branch and the Spring Arbor Chronicle. 


III.—ON EDUCATION. 


Your committee would submit the following: One thing only is of more importance. 
than the training of the minds of the young, i. e., the salvation of the soul, As the twig is 
bent the tree isinclined. This is an age of hurry. - Every thing goes on the hustle order, 
It seems well-nigh impossible to get a locomotive speeded high enough to suit the people. 
Every thing possible is done to get steamships of greater velocity. Factories are receiving 
every possible attention to accomplish the most in the least time. The old-fashioned plow 
and drag, cradle and scythe, fork and rake, are giving place to numerous inventions to: 
facilitate labor on the farm. Horses are altogether too slow and old-fogyish for this age, 
so electricity is employed to expedite travel. 3 i 

Even our public schools are run on the same principle,so much so that many of our young 
people, girls especially. are wrecked physically, even before they are ready to enter college. 
But that is not the worst. There is no time in the school-room for sowing seed thoughts of 
salvation in the young mind and heart, and we are sorry to say, in the majority of cases. 
no disposition. On the other hand, our children are exposed to agnosticism, theosophy.’ 
hypnotism, Romanism, Catholicism, Mormonism, modern Spiritism, Adventism, Free- 
Loveism, Christian Science, ete., etc., besides heresy from so-called orthodox people. 
together with rank infidelity. Teachers are apt to leave their peculiar religious taint on. 
the pupil; a word dropped here and there, a look or action, will leave more or less color on 
the young mind, and that, too, given in pretended innocence. Teachers usually have the 
supreme confidence of the pupil, hence an easy prey. The child commencing his school 
life.does not go more than two or three days at the most until moral taint is discovered by 
the parents, if they are Christians. Good men have always seen this tendency in our pub- 
lic schools. Now the system in itself is a grand one, but the tendency to evil and the ever- 
increasing spirit of the age to put the Bible out of our schools and do away with salvation 
= its influences is alarming, and parents everywhere should awake to this fact. There- 

ore 
Resolved, That we as a people, seeing this evil tide that is sweeping in our young peo- 
ple by the thousands, do all in our power to make our schools a succeBs. We have seven, 
loéated as follows: -Chili, N. Y.; Spring Arbor, Michigan; -Greenville, Illinois; Evans- 
ville, Wisconsin; Orleans, Nebraska; Wessington Springs;‘South Dakota; and Seattle, 
Washington, with at least one prospective. thus giving the most of our people quite easy 
atcess to them. The infinence of our schools. in the majority of cases, is excellent. We 
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count them the safest places in existence to send our young people for an education. Wel! 
trained minds are now more of a necessity than in the past. Hence, the need, as all can 
see, of good, Christian training for the- young. We may as well mould the minds of our 
children as to leave it to agnostics, Spiritualists, Roman Catholics, Universalists, Unita- 
rians, and skeptics in general. This means sacrifice of money and the company of the 
children in the home, but we count it a good investment. We think it safe to say that a 
large majority of the young people attending our schools are saved. We would just add 
that thorough salvation work in the churches of our country would better the moral condi- 


nate oe the education in our public schools, thus decreasing the demand for parochial 
schools. 


IV.—ON REFORMS. 


From her source and destiny the Christian church is by nature a reformer. She is 
opposed to wrong doing of every kind. She must ever take her place actively against evil 
vefore the world, or she dies. Like her founder she must be about the business of Him to 
whom sin is ever an abomination, 

We rejoice that there isa branch of the Ohristian church which has thus far acquitted 
herself so nobly. To be in favor at the court of heaven her holiness must be of that prac- 
Ae type that has no fellowship with the unfruitful works of darkness, but rather reproves 

em. 

With iniquity abounding in every form all around us, this is no time for us'as a church 
to become indifferent to those issues which have been a part of that scriptural holiness 
which we are to’spread over these lands. 

Nor is it any time for us to quail before any new question that may arise by reason of 
the increased light which shall shine upon us as we walk with God. Hearts should be 
alarmed, and righteous souls vexed, with the ungodliness around us. Sabbath desecration 
is increasing at an alarming rate. A decade will rob us of its sacred quiet. Can we say we 
are clear when we allow our people to patronize the Sunday street-cars? Why not the 
steam-car as well? Oh, let us be careful lest we find ourselves aiding in the breaking down 
of ‘God’s holy institution of the Sabbath, while we are seeking to build up some church 
society. 

We are opposed to organized secrecy. God grant that we may ever be. Our danger 
lies not in our members uniting with the Masons, but in their yielding to the labor unions. 
We view with alarm the fact that already there are such ones among us. When all the 
male members of one society belong to some union it is high time for us to stir ourselves 
in purging ourselves from these and diligently expusing the sin lest others fall. Let 
us bewure of seemingly small infractions of the spirit of our Discipline on the ques- 
tion of dress. Two looks should not be required in distinguishing a pilgrim. Let usavoid 
such things as high collars and needless ribbons, which, though they be not gaudy, still do 
not give an impression of simplicity. We should be awake to the dangers of Romanism, 
and faithful in warning and rebuking the sin of tobacco-using, especially among the young, 
in the form of the deadly cigarette. : 

There is one root of iniquity and sum of villianies which underlies crime and sin of 
every kind. Our body politic is rotting with the gangrene of the licensed liquor traffic. 
No picture can be too dark. to portray its diabolism, no language too strong to match its 
hellishness. Devils could not invent a more excruciating torture for the race. Our coun- 
try is staggering to her doom under the curse of the legalized liquor traffic. We license that 
which makes impossible the salvation of 170,000 souls a year, to say nothing of the thousands 
indirectly influenced. The conscience of the nation has been so long benumbed by the 
license of liquor that now the license of prostitution is being talked of and put upon us. 
While we have been viewing: the glories of benevolent assimilation, our armies have been 
rotting with a nameless disease, produced by an administration so in league with hell that 
it provided for the catering to and regulating of vice in our new island possessions.. 

. Inthe face of the pleading of veteran missionaries, our pious presidents have headed 
administrations which have forced the liquor traffic upon the heathen world, that we might 
send ten drunkards to hell while we were sending one convert to heaven. 

Of course the extension of trade is followed by the preaching of the gospel and the 
word of God, so we have the spectacle of a Christian nation enlarging trade by requiring 
its consuls in every country to make investigations as to the possibilities of the beer mar- 
ket. Surely we are praying *“‘Thy kingdom come” witha vengeance. It has come to pass 
that 90 per cent. of Christian voters can go with sanctimonious air to the polls and vote for 
@ man nominated at a convention where vice and drinking are the order of the day, where 
delegates wear tabs on their coats lest, becoming too drunk to find their way home, they be 
lost; and where cities entertaining such a convention are overrun with vile women from 
every sink-hole of vice in the surrounding country, that the convention may be provided 
for in due form. Are these things too strong? Do they grate on our delicate ears?) Would 
God we might have consciences tender enough to purge us as a nation of these things. We 
are not here to-arraign the liquor traffic. If invective and resolution could kill, the mon- 
ster had died long ago. Church assemblies arraign and resolve, and conventions of liquor 
men follow in their wake, and deplore the dissolute aspects of the traffic. A certain gen- 
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eral conference declares it can never be legalized without sin, and a leading editor of the 
same denomination says with a wink of the eye, ‘‘The Republican party legalizes the traf- 
fic and I vote the ticket.”’ Are these declarations of any force? 

Listen to the voice of our own general conference: ‘‘Every man of God should break 
away from party trammels,and never knowingly give his vote or influence to elect any 
man to office who will use his official or personal influence to legalize the traffic in intox- 
icating liquors asa beverage. As Christians we are bound to do all we can to prohibit. by 
law this nefarious traffic.’’? Why was this uttered ? Has it any force? Does the nominee, 
of an old party officially or personally aid in this business? What is needed is such an 
arraignment of the individual voter as will cause him to see that to vote an old party ticket 
is to put him in league with death and hell, and to make impossible the coming of that 
kingdom for which he professes to pray. 

The boast of our nation is that the people rule. Christian voters are glad to hear this 
when some measure manifestly for the public weal is passed by their party. But what of 
the license laws? Whose servant is that county treasurer? If you voted for him he is yours 
by the very constitution he swore to support. Your servant, then, is handling the blood 
mioney of the saloon. In law the employer is responsible for the act of his agent. Woe 
unto them which justify the wicked for a reward. Let the awful fact of the legalized liquor 
traffic, and the deadness of Christian conscience haunt us as ministers of the gospel until 
our lips shall refuse to keep silent, Let us preach prohibition. No anti-saloon-league, 
take-what-you-can-get half loaf in present laws, while we vote the same old ticket that per- 
petuates the evil we fight, will ever satisfy the demands of righteousness. Surely if we 
neglect to warn men of their shameless complicity in this matter we shall come before the 
judgment with the blood of the slain on our hands. Det us preach prohibition until men 
shall feel themselves out of harmony with the Bible and the church in voting any. but the 
Prohibition ticket—the party which alone stands for civic righteousness. 





RESOLUTION 


We deplore the fact that so many of our preavhers are deficient in their conference 
studies. We feel that the real lack is in activity and economy of time. By care in these 
particulars the busiest man may add to his mental attainments. We should be glad to note 
conscientious efforts in this direction should the result be but one study a year. We believe 
the matter is vital, and that the requirements of the Discipline are reasonable and for a 
purpose. Therefore, 

’ Resolved, That we urge and earnestly request that those guilty of neglect in this matter 
bestir themselves and ask God for grace to enable them to be more active in their pastoral 
work, and to apply themselves to the mastery as rapidly as may be possible of thase~ 
branches of education which will surely make them workmen approved of God.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


I.—ON MEMOIRS. 


Rey. Marvin Campse.y was born in Vermont, April 11,1837, and died at Salina, Kansas, 
March 31, 1902. When a young man, while attending school, he was clearly converted. 
Soon after he sought and obtained the blessing of holiness under the labors of Rev. C, E. 
Harroun, Sr. and Frank Shepardson. He was among the first in [linois to unite with the 
Free Methodist church. He was united in marriage to Miss Mary A. Mitchell, March 26, 
1861, at Elgin, Illinois. Nine children were born to them, eight of whom still live. 

Brother Campbell and family settled in Marshall county, Kansas, in 1879. He wasa 
kind neighbor, a faithful and affectionate husband and father, a true Christian and a good 
preacher. He was received into the Kansas conference in 1899 and was sent to the follow- 
ing cireuits: Alma, Topeka and Iola. We miss him in the church and in our homes, but 
we remember his smiling face and shouts of ‘‘Amen!”’ ‘‘Glory to God!” ‘*Hallelujah !”’ 


Rey. James GREEN departed this life at the home of his parents near Wolseley, 
Assiniboia, Canada, June 23, 1902.. He was born and lived in England until 1883, when he 
came to Canada. He came to Kansas in 1887 and went to England the following year, and 
while there was converted. He returned to Kansas and united with the Free Methodist 
chureh, He joined the Kansas conference on trial in 1895, and two years later was received 
in full connection and ordained deacon. His convictions of righteousness were deep and 
clear and as a Christian and minister he was fearless to declare them. He was a thorough 
student. Although deprived of the privilege of going to public schools more than four 
months, yet by close application to study he gained the appelation of an “educated man. 
He was very conscientious. With him, holiness meant to have a good, pure and tender 
conscience. We think he did what he did as a preacher ‘Not for wrath but for conscience’ 
sake.’’ He was especially conscientious on the line of evil speaking. May his mantle in 
this respect fall cn others! 


Rey. Joun Wesiry Buckner was born in Indiana, October 13, 1850, and died in Girard, 
Kansas, May 1,1902. When 19 years of age he was converted. A few years later he united 
with the Free Methodist church and became one of her preachers. He joined the Kansas 
conference by transfer from the Missouri conference in 1901. Soon after conference he 
was afflicted with ‘"Sarcoma’’ (cancer), and for eight months he suffered intensely, yet 
through all the pain he “triumphed by grace’ and had the victory in death, saying, ‘*I am 
striking the river at the fording.”’ 

He was married to Miss Mary E. Buckingham August 15, 1876, at Atlantic, Iowa. 
Eight children were born to them, two of whom died in infancy. 


II.—ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 


We deem the Sabbath-school work to be of such importance that we feel the whole 
membership of the church should be not only deeply interested, but actively engaged in 
the same. The end being the diffusion of scriptural knowledge in order that sinners may 
be converted, believers sanctified and the saints built up in divine truth. 

There has been commendable progress made on some of the districts in the Sabbath- 
school association and Home Department work. The latter, which has but recently been 
introduced by W. B. Olmstead, should have our hearty endorsement, and we urge upon the 
pastors and district elders the necessity of doing all in their power to establish this branch 
of -work among us. 

In order that there may be more uniformity and greater efficiency in the normal train: 
img and Bible lesson work, we recommend the appointment of a conference board which 
shall have power to adopt a uniform course of study, supervise examinations, and grant 
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diplomas to those completing the course. We also believe our Sabbath-school literature to- 
be such as should command our support. Much of the Sabbath-school literature floodin 
the country is calculated more to please the worldly minded than to be the exponent 
such truths as tend to develop moral character.

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II.—-ON STATE OF THE WORK. 


We, your committee on the state of the work, would submit the following report: 

We regret that there has not been more accomplished during the year, yet we feel that 
we: have great reasons to thank God for the blessings we have received from hishand. We 
note with pleasure the spirit of love and harmony that prevails among us as a church, and 
the determination on the part of our people generally to stand by the old landmarks and 
be true to God. 

We call attention to some dangers that threaten our Ziou. We are living in perilous 
times, though as a nation we have been having an unusual era of prosperity and the masses 
are striving to secure the things of the world. Godliness and eternal things are being for- 
gotten. Spiritual dearth is evidenced in the lack of interest in the Lord’s work and the 
small attendance upon the preaching of God’s word. If we are to prosper as a church we 
must put forth a greater effort to reach the people. The greater the danger the more 
urgent the need of haste. We would urge upon our preachers the need of a greuter bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost. Nothing can filla man like this; nothing will enable him to reach 
men like an anointing from.God. When thespirit of the Lord came upon Ezekiel and the 
hand of the Lord was upon him, even the dry bones moved and lived again. We need the 
Holy Ghost to-day. No substitute can take his place. That he may come in greater meas- 
ure we urge upon our preachers the necessity of adeeper consecration to God and his work. 

If ever there was a time when our preachers needed to be engaged in this one work of 
saving souls itisnow. Let no allurements of the world draw them from this. Many a 
preacher has been hindered in his work by turning aside to secular pursuits, often to his 
own hurt as well as those to whom he has been called to minister. Many have become 
involved in debt and sometimes hindered for life in trying to extricate themselves. Wecan 
not say anything better upon this point than the words of an anonymous writer: 

“Debt is a fetter. It cuts hard into the neck. It binds you when you lie down to. 
sleep. It rises with you in the morning. Itclings to you through the day. Therefore keep 
out of debt.’’ ‘‘Running in debt,”’ says an old proverb, ‘‘is the first sin. Lying is the second 
sin, for running in debt leads to lying. Therefore as you love serenity of mind and as 
you love happiness keep out of debt.”’ é 

In order that our preachers may be able to give themselves more fully to the work of 
the ministry we would urge upon the laity the necessity of a more thorough consecration of 
their means for the advancement of God’s work. This is no time for laying up treasure 
upon earth. Surely the blood of’souls will cry out against us in the judgment if we add 
house to house and farm to farm and increase our bank account, while souls are perishing 
for the bread of life. We are but stewards of these things. Soon we shall be called to give 
account of our stewardship, and how shall we appear before God if by withholding the 
means he has placed in our hands, our preachers have been driven from the work and the 
great work of soul saving has been hindered? Shall we not this next conference year, both 
preachers and laymen, give ourselves more fully to the great responsibilities that are rest- 
ing upon us, and with renewed consecration and faith go forth trusting in God who giveth 
us the victory through our Lord Jesus Christ. 


III.—ON REFORMS. 


To spread scriptural holiness and maintain a Bible standard of Christianity is doubtless 
the great mission of the Free Methodist church, and reforms must, therefore, of necessity 
occupy a secondary place. They are not, however, unimportant because of this, and itis 
a serious question if we asa people in view of the uniform intensity and thoroughness of 
our work, exert the influence we should in the great movement of world reform. Concern- 
ing Sabbath desecration, the social evil, Romanism and tobacco we repeat and emphasize 
the strongest resolutions condemning them, passed at other sessions of our conference. 

On Dress.—Our position regarding plainness of attire which we have held from the 
beginning of our history is reasonable, scripturaland Methodistical. The prevailing world- 
liness among professors of Christianity everywhere emphasizes the importance of removing 
not the ancient landmarks which our fathers have set. Let our ministers preach explicitly 
on this subject and mildly yet firmly enforce the provisions of.our Discipline. 

On Proursirion.—The saloon, once an outlaw in Iowa, is again a legalized institution 
among us. Its deadly work is being accomplished as it reaches out for its victims. We 
endeavor to let it alone, but though we move in a different sphere, breathe an atmosphere 
foreign to it, and ever maintain towards it a deadly hatred, yet it will not leave us alone. 
It will not scruple to thwart ambition, blight the hopes and ruin the lives of young men and 
maidens, from your home or mine, and leave them ruined and wicked by the wayside. 
And yet partisans temporize before this monster, bid for its favor, and receiving its votes 
float into office, while Christian men (be it spoken to their shame) apparently vie with 
each other in swelling their majority. Be it therefore resolved that it is the sense of this 
conference that by voice and vote we should support the only political party which stands 
committed against this giant evil, viz., the Prohibition party. 

On Sxcret SocietiEs.—Secret societies are becoming alarmingly prevalent. Labor 
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unions are being constantly formed which band men together in secrecy of almost every 
trade or profession and many kinds of common labor. So formidable have these organiza- 
tions become that in many instances persons are compelled to join the unions or change 
their occupation. We note that an earnest effort was made by our executive committee to 
secure concessions on the part of union leaders to our people, eliminating the element of 
secrecy as far as they were concerned, but entirely without success. These organizations 
are therefore held to be orders and in common with Masonry and other orders are barred 
from membership in the Free Methodist church. We note with regret that a few of our 
members have joined the union. Be it therefore 

Resolwed, First: That these brethren have our sympathy. We believe their hearts are 
with us in the work ; buta serious problem confronts them, and we recognize the difficulties 
under which they labor. 

Second: We urge our people everywhere to render all possible aid to such persons in 
securing remunerative employment. 

Third: While we recognize the gravity of the question under consideration it is our 
judgment that all of our preachers should in wisdom and love, mildly but firmly enforce 
our general rules. As a people we must not reverse our position on this question. 

To lower the standard at this point is to cast a gloom of discouragement over our 


' Zion, quench the spirit of aggressiveness, and ere long Ichabod will be written on our 


banners instead of ‘* Holiness unto the Lord.”’ . 

On Frnance.—We should not underestimate the efforts made by our official boards in 
securing support for our pastors. But we are loath to see the neglect of duty of our class 
leaders and stewards in this line. We as a church are making higher demands of our 
preachers from the stand point of intellectuality than ever before. The increased need of 
the pastor and his family, the extra efforts in preparation, the extra time and means spent 
for this purpose necessitate an increase of salary, which must of necessity be attended to 
if those men whose hearts and lives are consecrated to this grand and noble work of 
preaching the full gospel to the perishing world are able to devote their entire time and 
energy to this work so near and dear to us all. 

Resolved, First: That it is the sense of this conference that our pastors’ support is the 
most neglected of any department of our church finance, and a reform should be insti- 
tuted at this point. 

Second: We urge our district elders to make special efforts with the cooperation of the 
class-leaders and stewards in this respect, and endeavor to secure an increase in the pastor’s 
allowance. Official boards are urged to endeavor toraise not what may appear at once can 
be raised readily, but to place the standard at an amount which in their judgment will meet 
the needs of the case and then cooperate in an earnest eftort to raise the amount, that our 
pastors may devote their entire time to the work of God. 


IN.—ON PUBLICATIONS. 


We your committee submit the following report: 

We look upon the public press as one of the greatest agencies in the land for good or 
evil; and inasmuch as this age excels every other in flooding the country with corrupt liter- 
ature; we should be earnestly inquiring, What shall I read,and what shall I provide for my 
children to read? 

We believe it is our duty to speak with no uncertain sound our position on all lines of 
reform. The training of the young in the way of life and righteousness is the only hope of 
the church; yes, the only hope of our country. There can be no doubt as to the great need 
of a reform among us in training the children in the faith of our holy religion; and to do 
this we know of no better way than to provide them with a careful selection of the best lit- 
erature the church affords. 

Our Sunday-school literature, edited by Rev. W. B. Olmstead, is the best, most com- 
prehensive and pure we have had; and at no time in the past hasits circulation been so 
great and extended as at the present time. We are highly gratified with the ability with 
which our church paper is being edited; but would be better pleased if it were more pro- 
nounced and definite in the interest of prohibition, and as a conference disapprove of any 
political or secular matter entering the columns of our church paper. We earnestly pray 
that it may be kept pure, and an exponent of our holy religion as set forth in God’s word 
and our book of Discipline. Therefore, we would strongly urge our people first of all to 
take our church paper, and by so doing keep in touch with the church and our work in 
general. We believe it isa safeguard against fanaticism, wild-fire, and false and hurtful 
doctrines. 

And second, To cease reading the following so-called holiness papers: The Vanguard, 
Fire Brand, Leaves of Healing, Sent of God, and similar papers which do not set forth the 
pure doctrine of holiness. Therefore, we would urge our ministers to announce in every 
congregation the worth and purity of our church paper and lose no opportunity in taking 
subscriptions for the same. 

We are highly pleased with the zeal and ability.of our missionary secretary,and the 
good that is being done by the periodicals published in the interest of home and foreign 
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missions. We are made sad to see so many of our brethren oppose the work in foreign 
fields, and especially does it seem more awful for the ministers, yea, pastors, to speak in 
public against missionary work in foreign lands. Is it not true that our faith in achieving 
prosperity as a church, at home or abroad, must be based upon efforts in harmony with the 
conditions laid down by our Lord? Forasmuch as he has said, ‘‘Go ye into all the world, 
and preach the gospel to every creature.’’ Thus the command “‘Go ye’’ is to the church, 
and we that stay at home must be practically concerned in those that go to teach the 
heathen or God can not effectually use us in our ministry at home. 
With all earnestness and kindness we submit the foregoing.

After seven years the conference again convened at old historic Saint Charles. Ihe 
conference was opened with the administration of the Lord’s Supper. 

Fifteen minutes were eet aside at each sitting for an address by the general superinten- 
dent. Conference ordered the election of three traveling district elders. Unlike last year, - 
the three district elders were elected on the first ballot. They are H. O. Hubbard, W. J. 
Bone, B. D. Fay, receiving 39, 37 and 30 votes respectively, out of 50 votes cast. They did 
not offer to resign.

A very interesting and profitable feature of the conference was the school of inatruc- 
tion conducted by the general superintendent on points of the Discipline. 

The following persons were introduced to the conference; Rev. H. A. Knapp, of the 
Wisconsin conference; Rev. B. J. Vincent, of the North Indiana conference, who repre- 
sented the publishing house; Rev. Mr. Davidson, of the Congregational church; Rey. Mr. 
Norris, of the M. E. church; Rev. J. P. Doud, of the Iowa conference; Rev. L. B. Webb, 
of the Wisconsin conference; Rev. Wilson T. Hogue, of the Genesee conference and editor 
of the Free Methodist. 

George Cottingham, B. D. Fay and Mrs. Airy Townsend were elected a committee to 
visit the Chicago Industrial Home for Children and were requested to present a writtem 
report of the same.at the next session of the annual conference. 

An interesting feature of the conference was the presentation of a memorial on the 
death of three charter members of the Free Methodist society at St. Charles. Two of the 
three charter members remaining, William Morrison and Eliza Ward rose in their seats, 
witnessing to original Free Methodism. ; 

The deficiencies in conference collections were referred back to the quarterly confer- 
ences of the districts where the deficiencies occurred. The conference treasurer was in 
structed to notify the district elders of the amounts due. 

This conference will go down in history as the rainy conference, as it rained every day 
of the session. 

A memorial was ordered to be sent to the general conference asking that the prelimi-

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nary course of study be changed from the written to an oral examination ; alsoa memorial 
asking that women appointed as supplies in the conference and who have served for two 
consecutive years, be given seats in the annual conference.

IIl.—ON SECRET SOCIETIES—LABOR UNIONS. 


The social, commercial and religious conditions and relations are becoming more and 
more complicated. 

In order that the church in the aggregate may stand clear and free from all evil com- 
plications she must have clear spiritual vision, moral integrity and the requisite intelli- 
gence. Asachurch we are more in danger, perhaps, from the encroachments of the labor 
unions than from any other form of organized secrecy. While our position in regard to 
the secrecy element in organizations is well defined and we believe well taken, yet because 
of our close relationship to the poor and laboring classes and our sympathy for them, and 
also because of a failure, it may be, to fully understand and apprehend the principles and 
Gpeenons at issue, we are in considerable danger of compromising our position and prin- 
ciples. f 

There is nothing either legally or morally wrong for those who have interests in com-_ 
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mon to unite in a proper way for the purpose of conserving and promoting those interests 
in harmony with the Golden Rule—‘‘All things whatsoever ye would that men should do to 
you, do ye even so to them.’’ But when these governments within THE government assume 
the prerogatives of the civil government, and purposely and persistently maintain an atti- 
tude and pursue a course that contravenes these self-evident truths contained in the Dec- 
laration of Independence—‘‘that all men are created equal; that they are endowed by their 
Oreator with certain inalienable rights; that among these are life, liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness ;”’ ‘‘it is the right of the people to alter or abolish”? them. 

President Roosevelt suggests enforced publicity as one remedy for trust evils. This 
remedy is capable of a much wider application. ‘‘We are free to acknowledge that combi- 
nations of capitalists and employers against the interests of their employees is wrong and 
unchristian and mischief-making.’’ On the other hand, ‘‘when a demand is made on the 
plea that the demanders have the power to enforce it, a surrender to that demand is a sur- 
render of the control of the business to persons little concerned about its prosperity. 
a give in to a demand made by process of compulsion is to admit the power of com- 
pulsion, 

“There might be an agreement with the union for a time which it would depend on the 
honor and continuity of the union to carry out, but the concession admits the power and 
invites new demands.”’ 

Hven if there was no breach of agreement there might be no end of impeding regula- 
tions made by some unseen power to limit the usefulness of the men to their employers to 
oon the same compulsion, the employing company would have no choice but to 
submit. : . 

If this kind of compulsion is so powerful with wealthy companies, with unlimited 
command of capital, it is simply a reign of terror with concerns—and they are the great 
majority—which are in daily anxiety how to make ends meet. ‘‘Yet is it not the duty of 
those with whom the responsibility of management rests to maintain their liberty ?’’ 
Again, the principles and processes of these unions are destructive of ‘‘liberty and the pur- 
suit of happiness.’’ 

He “TE one man may not sell his labor without another man’s consent he has lost his 
iberty. 

If to prevent any man from selling his labor to whomsoever he pleases, and on whatever 
terms he pleases, other men may threaten him with injury to his person or his property, or 
put him in any kind of fear, then the man so menaced is practically on the footing of the 
negro slave before.the war; his labor is not his own, but at other men’s disposal, ‘‘A very 
important point from a Christian point of view—and there can be no better standard for 
the highest right between man and man—is that no voluntary union can enforce its major- 
ity decisions on persons who do not wish to be ruled by them, except either by force or 
terrorism, or by the co-operation of employers.”’ 

“The law protects the man who prefers independence against force and against terror- 
ism, but not against employers. 

“For the employer to co-operate is to join in handing over the interests of all in the 
business to the control of a majority. The association would, by their action, cease to be 
voluntary and become a bondage. 

‘Tt is only the tenacious refusal of some employers to recognize such authority which 
at all protects the liberty of the working man. 

‘Tf there were absolute community of interest, such an empire within an empire might 
be defended by some social philosophers, but that is very far from being the case. 

“The direct operation of the union movement is, so far as it goes, against the interests 
of the ambitious workman, who wants to get on by doing his best, its tendency being to 
reduce all to a dead level, treating men as units in a machine rather than as individuals, 
This is injurious, but itis, so far, voluntary. 

‘The indirect action is to throw out of work all who do not reach a given standard of 
excellence. : 

“Grant, for instance, that London dock laborers, the worst paid of all employees, got 
an increase of fifty per cent in their pay, there would be immediately twice as many appli- 
cants for the work, and those wretched people, on the ground of whose sad case the 
demand was made, would soon be out of it altogether. 

“The employers would get. probably as good value for their money in the superior 
class of men they were able to choose from; the sufferers would be those ruled out. 

“This principle, in different ways, applies everywhere. 

“The rate of wages can be forced up, but no one can be forced to pay a man more than 
‘he is earning, and the weakest goes to the wall. 

“The union has no care for those who are thus forced out. It is done with them. 

‘or this reason, among others, we are inclined to come to the general conclusion that 
the only tolerable involuntary association is that necessary one, the government of a coun- 
try, which includes the whole community, and which is the only proper one through which 
to exercise compulsion.”” Furthermore, these labor unions require us, as Free Methodists 
to ignore and disregard our sacred obligations and velations. 
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First, by virtually saying to us: ‘‘You cannot follow your lawful vocation and support 
yourself and family unless you unite with our secret society.”’ 

When our book of Discipline says: ‘‘Any society requiring an oath, affirmation, or 
promise of secrecy as a condition of membership, is held to be a secret society; and any 
member joining or continuing in such violates his covenant obligations, and shall in due 
form be excluded from the church; and the preacher shall report that he is excluded for 
infraction of our rules and regulations” (7. M. Discipline, Section 54, Paragraph 29). 

Second. The labor unions require the employer to refuse employment to his Chris- 
tian brother under no less penalty than being ostracized by them. They would thus make 
him recreant to the obligations he is under to his brother, to the church, and to God. 

The following quotations from the general rules of the Free Methodist church and the - 
Bible are pertinent: 

‘*By doing good, especially to those who are of the household of faith. or groaning so to 
be; employing them preferably to others, buying of one another, helping each other in 
business; and so much the more, because the world will love its own, and them only” 
(F. M. Discipline, Section 42, Paragraph 20). 

‘‘As we have therefore opportunity, let us do good unto all men, especially unto them 
who are of the household of faith’’ (Gal. 6:10). 

‘‘Have - fellowship with the unfruitful works of darkness, but rather reprove them’’ 

Eph. 5:11). 
: “T have not sat with vain persons, neither will I go in with dissemblers. I have hated 
the congregation of evil doers; and will not sit with the wicked”’ (Psa. 26:4, 5). 

‘Blessed is the man that walketh not in the counsel of the ungodly, nor standeth in 
the way of sinners, nor sitieth in the seat of the scornful. But his delight is in the law of 
the Lord; and in his law doth he meditate day and night’’ (Psa. 1:1, 2).

IIl.—ON MEMOIRS. 


Ruy. RanpoupH WortTHincTon was born in Cherry Creek, Chautauqua Oo., N. Y., July 
26, 1834, and fell asleep in Jesus at his home in Jamestown, N. Y., November 26, 1901. » He 
experienced religion when about 28 years old, and ever after honored his Master by a well- 
ordered life'and godly conversation. He was admitted on trial in the Genesee conference 
in 1883. He was taken in full connection in 1885 and ordained a deacon, and was ordained 
an elder in 1888, For a few years he served faithfully and with exceptional ability and use- 
fulness on different charges in the conference; then his health failed and he sustained a 
superannuated relation for a number of years, but was evangelist a part of the time when 
his health was sufficient to warrant it. Brother Worthington was an old-time Methodist, 
ever guarding jealously the ancient landmarks which the fathers had set. He loved the 
pure principles of a pure and undefiled religion, and could not bear anything that looked 
like a compromise or a departure from first principles. He was a fair preacher, a flaming 
exhorter, and ever had the fires of the sanctuary burning in his soul. He might truthfully 
have said, ‘‘The zeal of thine house hath eaten me up.’’ In July, 1886, while pastor at 


West Salamanca, New York, after laboring very hard in connection with a camp-meeting 


on the Chautauqua district, he was stricken with pneumonia. Months of suffering fol- 


lowed, during which his life was despaired of. Through the untiring devotion and care of . 


his wife he slowly recovered, but his nervous system never fully rallied from the shock, and 
he was subject to serious nervous and heart trouble ever afterward. The end came sud- 
‘denly. A few hours before his death he seemed as well as usual. His heavy breathing 
aroused his wife at four o’clock in the morning. She found him unconscious, and at half

a 
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past five his spirit took its flight. His battles are ended, and they were many ; the final 
victory is won. He left no dying testimony, but he lived for God. God honored him and 
blessed him while he lived. He has taken him to himself. We shall see him again ‘‘when 
the mists are cleared away.” 


Rzy. Anuxanprr 0. Leonarp was born in Enniskillen, Ireland, October 23, 1830. When 
ten years of age, with his parents he emigrated to Brantford, Ontario, where he resided 
until about 21 years of age, when he moved to Grand Island, Niagara Co.,N. Y. He was 
converted through the agency of the Primitive Methodists while living in Canada, and was 
by them licensed to hold religious services. While living in Grand Island he heard of a 
spiritual people who were in earnest in the service of the Lord; (this was a little before the 
time of the organization of our church) and being desirous of becoming acquainted with 
them he visited the pilgrim band at Tonawanda, N. Y., and, in the absence of the pastor, 
he preached the evening after his arrival. And about this time, or shortly after, he became 
fully identified with this peculiar people and became one of us with his whole heart and 
soul. It was at Tonawanda that he first met and became acquainted with Miss Mary H. 
Long, who soon became his lifelong partner in the toils and joys of the service of the Lord, 
and who survives him. May she have the sustaining grace of him who once said to discon- 
solate Israel, ‘Thy Maker is thy husband.’’ It was from this point also that he was 
appointed by the late senior general superintendent, B. T. Roberts, to serve on the Rush- 
ford charge as the assistant of Rev. J. W. Reddy of precious memory. From this time on 
during the earlier years of the history of our church he was appointed to serve various 
charges and societies as occasion required, and having become a member of our annual 
conference, he remained a well-loved member of the same until called to the church tri- 
umphant on the fifth day of June,1902. His disease was creeping paralysis, which rendered 
him unable to communicate with friends for some considerable time previous to his death. 
He was a man of an ardent temperament, very earnest as a preacher, and whose exhorta- 
tions were at times sublimely eloquent. We mourn his departure, but hope to meet him 
again in that blissful clime where a final parting never comes. 


Ruy. W. B. Parrrings died at his home in Peoria, N. Y., August 22, 1902. In 1872 he 
was appointed as a supply on the Akron and Alden circuit. In 1873 he was appointed in 
the same way to the Porter and Wilson charge. In 1874 he was admitted on trial and 
returned to Porter and Wilson circuit; 1875, Akron and Alden; 1876, Batavia; 1877, Swe- 
den and Brockport; 1878, Tonawanda; in 1879 he was admitted into full connection, 
ordained deacon, and returned to Tonawanda; 1881-2, Bethany and Batavia; 1884, Gaines- 
ville, ete. ; 1885, Tonawanda; 1886, Tonawanda and Suspension Bridge. He was left with- 
out an appointment in 1883 at his own request, also in 1887, ’88, 89, "90, ’91, 92. In 1893 he 
was appointed to Greigsville; ’94, Alexander, Bethany and Batavia; again left without 
appointment 95, ’96, 97, 98; in 1899 appointed to Greigsville; and in 1900 and in 1901 
again left without appointment. The condition of his wife—a confirmed invalid, was 
doubtless the cause of his requesting to be left without an appointment for at least some of 
these years. Brother Pattridge was a noble man of God, firmly rooted and grounded in 
all the principles of our holy religion, a good preacher and useful in his day and genera- 
tion. He was a firm Free Methodist, dyed in the wool, and nothing seemed to afflict him 
more than to see any departure from our early principles. ‘‘Our fathers, where are they? 
and the prophets, do they live forever? We shall go to them, but they will not return to 
us.’’ The Lord help us to imitate their virtues and follow them to heayen. 


III.—ON PROHIBITION OF THE LIQUOR TRAFFIC. 


The most gigantic evil in our country at the present time is, without any doubt whatever, 
the organized and legalized liquor traffic. All other evils that o’er-shadow our fair land and 
are a blot upon our civilization may be traced to this one great evil as the foundation of 
their existence. Were the traffic in intoxicants to be banished from our country we could 
very easily deal with all other reform questions of the day. We believe that the liquor 
traffic cannot be-legalized without sin. Furthermore, as both the Republican and Demo- 
cratic parties are pledged to the support of this great evil, therefore to yote with either of 
these parties is plainly a vote for sin, We thank God that we have in this country a party 
that is pledged to do away with this great evil. We refer to the Prohibition party. Every 
loyal Free Methodist should and will give this party his hearty support in every way, and 
especially by his vote. A vote for right is never lost. God counts it every time.

The devil’s side is always wrong. ‘‘How can two walk together except they 
be agreed?’ God will not come to our terms, we must come to his terms. We must get 
on God’s side of all questions if we would have his favor, and in so doing we will be in the 
vanguard of all reforms—a light and example to the world. 

Rum.—Since God has said no drunkard shall inherit the kingdom of God, therefore no 
drunkard-makercan. Seeing that the rum traffic of the United States has legal sanction to 
sow saloons and reap drunkards, thereby bringing sorrow, misery and want to multiplied 
thousands in this life and destroying men’s souls in hell, therefore be it: 

Resolved, That the Wabash conference is opposed to this unholy and iniquitous busi- 
ness, and further we will not support any political party that advocates the license system. 

Toxsacco.—As in the past so in the present we stand opposed to the use of this filthy 
weed. We recommend that all our ministers see that our rules of Discipline are observed 
in this particular. 

Szcrecy.—We continue to affirm our opposition to all secret societies. We believe them 
to be anti-Christian while making great pretentions religiously. By this cunning craftiness 
they more easily deceive unstable souls.

We stand opposed to all works of darkness and insist that our 
people continue free from all secret societies, following the Lord in all things. 

RomanismM.—We regard Romanism as a foe to all civil and religious liberty. Our 
deceased heroic brother, B. T. Roberts, truthfully said, ‘‘We deserve the name of Protest- 
ants only as we continue to oppose and protest against this iniquitous and fallen church.”’ 

WorLDLINEss.—We quote from the Central Illinois conference: ‘In the matter of 
dress we would continue to adhere to the standard given in God’s word and our Discipline. 
We are steming a fearful tide of superfluous apparel. The goddess of fashion still holds 
away over the masses, causing them to sin in pampering pride and leading them thereby 
into other sins and crimes.

Let us put forth renewed efforts to supply our families with the 
best of reading matter and so shut out the evil.

Inasmuch as God has created man with a faculty for acquiring knowledge we regard it 
as his will that the mental faculties be improved. 

While there are some commendable features aout our present school system, neverthe- 
less the fact confronts careful and solicitous parents that there are tendencies, by evil asso- 
ciations and otherwise, to lead the children from God, purity and heaven.

MISCELLANEOUS 


There were five sittings of the conference. General Superintendent EK. P. Hart pre- 
sided with his usual skill and ability. We were glad to again look into the face of our ven- 
erable and beloved senior superintendent. His sermons and exhortations were a source of 
much encouragement to all. 

The conference ordered that a collection of fifteen cents per member be taken and 
forwarded to the district elder of the Norfolk and Butte districts. 

Rev. N. B. Ghormley, principal of the Orleans Seminary, being present, was intro- 
duced to the conference and invited to an honorary seat. He presented the needs of the 
seminary, and a collection amounting to one hundred dollars in cash and subscriptions was 
taken. 

A.S. McClure, F. J. Atkinson and Ira C. Grabill were ordained deacons at the conclu- 
sion of the Sunday morning service, and T. T. McCall, a local preacher, was ordained 
elder at the commencement of the afternoon service. 

The board of education, by its secretary, read a resolution requesting the preachers to 
be more diligent in holding the Educational and Children’s day services as required by the 


Discipline. 
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The conference ordered that all conference collections be forwarded to the conference 
treasurer, Minnie A. Beers, Concord, Nebraska. 

The conference adopted a resolution endorsing the Home Department of the Sunday- 
school work and urged upon our people the utility of this line of Christian activity. 

-W.M. Adams, of the Kansas conference, acting as fraternal delegate from that body, 
asked that this conference join them in a request to the executive committee that the next 
general conference be held within the bounds of the Kansas conference.

Resolved, By the Nebraska Conference of the Free Methodist church now in annual 
session at Fremont, Nebraska, that we disclaim all responsibility for the incorporation or 
maintenance of either of the above institutions. And further, be it 

Resolved, That, in view of the pressing demand for the support of our educational, 
publishing and missionary interests, together with our denominational orphanages and 
homes, that we affectionately warn our people, here and elsewhere, without careful inves- 
tigation, against giving either countenance or support to either of the above institutions or. 
any other enterprise not under our immediate denominational control.

Tn our secular schools too often, if not altogether, the moral training of the child is 
neglected ; his young feet are beset with perils—not only evil influences surround him, but 
in many instances his faith in God and Revelation is undermined, the Bible shut out, no 
prayer,no God. We are glad that our people are awaking to this fact, that if we would 
save our children to God and the church we should send them, if possible, to our Free 
Methodist schools. We are rejoiced that we have such institutions scattered over our broad 
land, and that they are available to so many of our people. 

Among these schools that appeal to us for substantial aid and patronage we especially 
recommend Orleans Seminary, since we are in its patronizing territory; and we believe 
under its present management it is worthy of our aid, patronage and prayers.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


I—ON LITERATURE. 


Literature, says Mr. Webster, is acquaintance with letters or books, and surely we 
should become acquainted with books; and as our time and means are limited our selec- 
tions should be of the very best books. Without study we become non-progressive and 
stale, and fail to interest others, or even ourselves. Without the study of good books we 
become corrupt like our teachers. So as our books must of necessity be few, let them be 
those (and papers) of the purest possible quality, possessing the highest moral stamp; 
none others should be allowed a place on our tables or in our library, no more than a neat, 
careful housekeeper should allow filth to remain in or about the house. Yet how often do 
we find it otherwise; comparatively how replete are libraries and tables with books and 
papers at least questionable. It isno uncommon thing to find on tables, in music racks, 
about the musical instrument, even in ministers’ houses, and that, too, to teach their chil- 
dren and household from, sheets filled with waltzes and popular dances of this fast and 
fashionable age. There may also be found in these houses, novels, stories of fiction, often 
bearing religious titles, mixed with a smattering of religion but really deceptive and mis- 
leading. These books are fashionable and enchanting, and their name is—legion, but to 
our mind they are fearfully destructive to morals. All such songs, music and literature 
should be feared, hated and driven from our homes. Beside this there are many little 
independent papers published in our land, that are patronized by our people to the ex- 
clusion of our own church publications. This divides our means and attention and leaves 
only a part to push our work for God and souls. We would strongly urge upon our people 
the importance of making our own church literature their first choice in heart and home. 

But we begin to ask, What shall we read? I answer, witk a certain Bible teacher, ‘‘First, 
read the Bible.’’ I repeat, ‘‘Read the Bible.’’ And again, ‘‘Search the scriptures.”’ ‘“‘Study 
them topically.’’ ‘‘Know what God says on every subject that concerns you, in time and 
eternity.’’ This is indeed the Book of books. ‘hen let us know what it teaches. Let us 
really drink down its truths, and fill our hearts and lives with its precepts. In order to this, 
let us carefully and prayerfully, with notes, practice its study each day, until our moral 
visage is conformed to the likeness of its blessed author. 

Further, as Free Methodists, carefully study our Discipline. Let us know as a church 
what we believe, and why we believe it. It would be well, if possible, to place our book of 
Discipline in the hands of all our probationers with instruction to study it carefully, The 
Discipline is the highest reeommend and strongest apology for our church. 

Further, in our course of study for those entering the ministry, there are books which 
are of the highest moral type, and would be exceedingly helpful to the laity, as well as the 
ministry, a blessing to any honest inquirer after that knowledge that maketh rich and 
addeth no sorrow. Then comes our excellent church paper, the Free Methodist. We are 
able, after receiving its weekly visits for nearly twenty-five years, almost without a single 
intermission, to recommend it as the family paper, without a peer. And let us urge just 
here, not only all those present here to-day, to subscribe, but let each one make himself a 
committee on every proper occasion to solicit and obtain subscribers for our church paper 
—the Free Methodist. Then the Earnest Christian, which for more than twenty years has 
made its monthly visit at our homes; it cannot be too highly recommended. Our Sabbath- 
school papers, if not superior to any that can be found, are fully equal, and seem with each 
issue to be growing in stature and favor with God and man. Missionary Tidings should 
come in for its proper share of our time, until we are fully acquainted with both the needs 
of our work in foreign lands, and those who labor there, until we become as deeply imbued 
with a missionary spirit as they. 

If at any time you should grow sluggish, and inactive, and need a spiritual tonic, we 
would recommend as the very best that ean be found, the Olive Branch, edited and pub- 
lished by Sister Everhart, of Chicago. If this paper will not stir your very soul to action, 
your case is well nigh hopeless. Subscribe for it at once. 

And what shall we say more, for time would fail us to tell of the many excellent books, 
written under divine guidance, for our help. Then let us study and apply that truth which 
will enable us to get the most out of life and make us in this world the greatest blessing to 
the greatest number. 
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II.—ON EDUCATION. 


The subject of education is an important one. We desire to speak first of education 
for our children; second, of education for the ministry. 

1. Weare living in an age when great attention.is being given to learning. The masses 
are being educated and greatly enlightened mentally. Education has ever been a powerful 
factor in directing the affairs of men. Though there are many abuses of learning, we must. 
recognize the advantage of an education when it 15 sanctified to God. Examples of this. 
are seen in Moses, Paul, Luther, Wesley, Roberts, Redfield and others. 

But education is not simply development of the mind and muscle, but of the spiritual 
nature of man as well. We believe in first looking after the interests of the soul, then 
taking care for the body and after that caring for the development of the intellect. In our 
public schools and institutions of learning this spiritual part—the one of most importance 
—is wholly neglected. The whole atmosphere of our public schools is conducive to infi- 
delity. We deeply deplore the fact that the Bible is basely excluded through the damning 
influence of Romanism. No prayer is allowed—in fact God is entirely shut out. Many 
parents among us have found to their sorrow that these influences have wrought so power- 
fully on their children as to counteract all their godly instructions. Their children have 
thus been lost to the church and lost to God. Many religious schools have been established 
by the various denominations that apparently promise much better things. They use the 
Bible. They give it a prominent place in their studies. But they have so undermined the 
belief in its inspiration that its sacred histories are regarded as mere legends. It is esteemed 
a fine piece of literature, but not as inspired of God. In fact, this higher criticism, as it is 
ealled, is but refined infidelity of the worst kind. 

We are glad to note the fact, however, that the Free Methodist church has some educa- 
tional institutions that teach not only mental development, but pure and undefiled religion, 
by precept and example. The Bible is honored as God’s direct word to man. A holy 
atmosphere pervades the institution that is well calculated to bring conviction to the sinner 
and a speedy conversion to God. 

We note with pleasure that Spring Arbor Seminary, in our own State, is in better 
condition this year than ever before. The enrollment exceeds that of any previous year. 
Extensive repairs have been made and its capacity enlarged. Through the efforts of the 
financial agent, H. D. F. Gaffin, much has been accomplished toward relieving the financial 
strain, for which we praise God. Much help is needed yet, however, especially more 
students. We urge every Free Methodist family to stand by this school. 1. By giving to it 
of their means. 2. By sending their children there, even if great sacrifice is necessary. 
3. By earnest prayer and supplication to God in its behalf. As a conference we invite 
Brother Gaffin to visit our circuits in the interests of the seminary. We further urge that 
each preacher hold at least one meeting this year on his circuit in behalf of Christian 
education, preaching on that subject and taking the required collection for educational 
purposes. 

2. We believe in an educated ministry, for we must ‘‘study to show ourselves approved 
unto God.’’ But we must beware of putting too much stress on mental attainments, We 
note that Christ in‘choosing his apostles passed by the members of the Sanhedrin and the 
scribes, and chose his ministers from the common people. Other churches have become 
wrecked right along the line of insisting upon scholarly attainments as a necessary qual- 
ification for the ministry until the smart men, though destitute of the power of God, have 
gained control and crowded out by rigid requirements in studies, the plain old preachers 
that were successful in getting men saved but who were lacking in mental attainments. 
We see such a tendency among us. We deplore the fact that already no man, though ever 
so successful in getting souls saved, can gain admission to our conferences unless he can 
pass almost an eighth grade examination in such subjects as geography, grammar, arith- 
metic, composition, etc., while the man who has been more favored with school privileges, 
though he has no particular success as a preacher, is let right in and given a seat of honor. 
If it be said that such men are used as supplies on our circuits, we reply that keeping such 
Holy Ghost men outside the conference makes it impossible for them ever to receive any 
superannuated claim in their old age or help for their families in the event of their death. 
And this class of men is the very class that will most need such help. They are in many 
cases driven to their farms or secular work and become lost to the work of God. While we 
believe that education is the qualification for the ministry next to the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost, we do not believe in thus putting a premium on a secondary qualification and 
dishonoring and discouraging those whom God honors. 

We deprecate the great hue and cry of this temporizing and worldly age: “Give us 
refined, educated and polished preachers—men that will ‘‘take’’ with the elite of society. 
We need to remember that ‘‘not many mighty, not many noble are called,’ but God has 
chosen ‘‘the poor of this world,’’ and it was the common people that heard Christ gladly. 
We plead rather for preachers of fervent piety—men that will stand by the whole truth of 
God and declare it in love though the heavens fall—men that can prevail with God in . 
prayer—men that are baptized with the Spirit of Christ and consumed with an unconquer 
able thirst for souls, souls, souls, which they must have or die. : 
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We understand, however, that God places no premium on ignorance, and we strongly 
recommend that our ministers make thorough preparation for their pulpit ministrations. 
Erroneous doctrines and false issues abound everywhere. We need to know how to refute 
and expose them. As Adam Olarke said, *‘We need to study our sermons as though there 
was no God to help us; then preach our sermons as though there was nothing but God to 
depend upon.”’ 


TII.—ON REFORMS, 


We, your committee on reforms, beg leave to submit the following report: 

We are glad to know that we, asa church, take an uncompromising stand against the 
current evils of society, such as the liquor traffic, Romanism, secret societies, Sabbath dese- 
eration, worldliness, ete. But, as the warning is ever and anon sounded against all these 
evils by almost every annual conference, we thought we might perhaps be excused if we 
passed these by with the mere mention of their names as monstrous evils, to notice more 
particularly, yet briefly, some questions upon which we believe we might with profit make 
some reform. 

1. We fear there is too great a tendency among us to commit the sin of evil speaking. 
How many times division and dissension is brought in among us and the spirit of love and 
harmony is destroyed by this vile practice, born in the bottomless pit and sent on earth to 
destroy the work of the Lord. Well says the apostle James that ‘‘The tongue is a fire, a 
world of iniquity; so is the tongue among our members, that it defileth the whole body and 
setteth on fire the course of nature, and it is set on fire of hell’’ (James 3:6). Asa result 
of this hidra-headed evil, the Holy Spirit is grieved, and spiritual death and desolation 
reign in many places, while a reformation on this line would cause a return of the Dove of 
Peace and the parched and thirsty ground would become pools of water. We fear that our 
preachers, many times, neglect to read Wesley’s sermon on evil speaking, as required by 
article 139 of section 11 of the Discipline. Therefore, 

Resolved, That we, as preachers and people, both by precept and example, use all our 
God-given powers to drive this evil from our midst, until the voice of the slanderer shall be 
heard no more in all our borders. We believe that a general and radical reform in this 
respect would be accompanied by such an outpouring of the Spirit of God as would make 
our hearts rejoice, the gates of hell tremble and the powers of darkness to give way before 
the on-march of Israel’s host. 

2. We fear there is not that degree of liberality among us in giving to the support of 
the gospel that there ought to be. Weare glad to know that, according to statistics, we, 
as a church, give more according to our members than any, other church in existence. Yet, 
we believe there is great need of an advance movement in this matter. We believe there 
are but few of our preachers who do not give at least one-tenth of their income to the 
Lord (and there ought to be none who do not). But we fear there are many of the lay 
members of our Zion who fail to measure up to the religion of a Pharisee in this particular, 
We believe that covetousness is one of the leading sins of the age; and the rock upon which 
many are driven by the winds of avarice and, making shipwreck of faith, go down in the 
whirlpool of worldliness to be forever lost to holiness and to God. Therefore, 

Resolved, That we, as preachers, urge upon our people the importance of being system- 
atic in giving to the cause of God, and that they give at least one-tenth of their income to 
the support of the gospel. 

3. We fear there is not that degree of the spirit of prevailing prayer among us that 
there ought to be. We fear we do not pray as much as the early Methodists did, when it 
was said of their preachers that they were known by the patches on the knees of their pants, 
covering the holes worn there by much kneeling in prayer. There were giants in those 
days when men used to wrestle with God whole nights in prayer, until, when they would 
try to rise from the frozen ground upon which they lay upon their faces, they would find 
their clothes frozen fast to the ground. Prayer is a mighty weapon placed in our hands 
which, if diligently used, will move the three worlds and will, without fail, bring us success 
in our warfare against sin. Therefore, 

Resolved, That we, as a people, be more diligent in the practice of prayer and supplica- 
tion, until we hear the mighty tread of Israel’s God leading his armies forth to sure and 
certain victory. ; 

We believe that a reformation along these and other lines would be accompanied by a 

2 roe outpouring of the Spirit uf God and the sound of abundance of rain in all our 
borders. : 


IV.—ON SUNDAY-SOHOOLS. 


* “ed ¥ * * * * * Believing our own Sunday-school literature to 
be the best in use, we recommend its use in all our schools. Our Sunday-school papers we 
regard as excellent. and we suggest the plan of having the children questioned on some of 
the articles contained therein which so suggestively bring out lessons in morals. This will 
not only more fully impress these lessons upon the minds, but will stimulate an interest in 
reading the papers. We would also advise the use of our Catechism in the Sunday-school, 
which, although it ought to be studied in the home, and may be to some extent, yet we 
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fear that it will not reach the point of usefulness among us that it ought unless it be through 
the school, we therefore recommend the devotion regularly of a few minutes to catechising 


the school, both old and young.

I1.—ON MEMOIRS, 


Rev. John O. Kennedy was born in Amsterdam, New York, and died February 14, 1902, 
at the home of his daughter, Mrs. R. B. Montrois, of Watertown, New York, inthe 74th year 
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of his age. He was at one time a preacher of the gospel in the Methodist Episcopal church, 
and was much devoted to the denomination of his early choice; so much so that when the 
providence and Spirit of God made known to him his duty to unite with the Free Methodist 
church, he at first positively declined to obey. Becoming alarmed at his spiritual condition, 
he finally yielded to what he sincerely believed to be the call of God, and on October 20, 
1871, united with the Free Methodist church at Black River, New York, and in 1874 and 1875 
was appointed by the Susquehanna annual conference as a supply to the Black River charge. 
His labors there were signally owned of God, resulting in an extensive revival of religion, 
by which about forty persons were added to the society in full connection and several on 
probation. 

He again felt it his duty to give himself fully to the work of anitinerant preacher; and, 
uniting with the conference, we find that, according to its published minutes, he ovcupied 
the following fields of labor: Caton, 1883-’84; Edmeston, 1885; Middle Sprite, 1886-87; 
Lee and Blossvale, 1888; Montezuma and Port Byron, 1889-90; North Pharsalia, 1891-92 ; 
and in 1893 the conference granted him a superannuated relation. Yet he remained active 
according as strength was given him, preaching occasionally in other churches and in 
missions. It is said that his last sermon was preached January 4, 1902, during the general 
quarterly meeting at Watertown. His end was peace. 

Brother Kennedy was a ‘man of God, and had a deep religious experience. He was clear 
in the doctrine, experience and practice of scriptural holiness. His preaching was with the 
unction of the Holy Ghost. He was a Bible student. His pastor, Brother Cole, obtained 
the information that he had read the Bible through twenty-three times, and that during the 
last few years he had read Benson’s Commentaries through five times. When the hour of 
his departure drew nigh he sent word to many who were dear to him in the church, exhort- 
ing them to be true to God, When asked by his pastor if he could still reeommend the 
gospel he had preached so many years, he gave an affirmative answer, and said the way 
before him was bright and clear. 

Brother Kennedy was twice married, both of his wives passing him in the race of life, to 
the unseen world. Cherished be his memory; peace to his ashes; and may fresh inspiration 
be given us as ministers of the gospel—and to the laity of the church as well—to be faithful 
unto death, that we may at last be crowned with our departed brother, and with all God’s 
redeemed host, with eternal life.

During the past year $2,620 was spent in repairs, including the sale of one building 
where we have no class and the purchase and remodeling of another on the same circuit. 
One new church is in process of erection. 

There was an increase of forty-three members in full connection. 





REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I.—ON EDUOATION. 


It is not only our duty to have our children educated, but to see that they are educated 
right. While we have reasons to be thankful for our public schools, yet it is a fact that a 
worldly influence prevails in the most of them, which in an alarming degree overcomes the 
impressions that are made in the Sunday-school and the Christian home. As Free Meth- 
odists, if we would educate our children for God and the church of our choice, we must give 
them the benefit of our Christian schools; therefore, ; 

Resolved, That as a conference we will show an increased interest in Christian educa- 
tion, and will, to the extent of our ability, not only use our money to this end, but will send 
our children and influence others to send their children to our seminary located at Spring 
Arbor, Michigan. 


II.—ON PUBLICATIONS. 


The press is the most powerful factor in molding the character and lives of men and 
nations. Books, papers, pictures and tracts, both good and bad, are being profusely scat- 
tered throughout our country—many of them by free distribution, so that those who can 
read have ready access to the thoughts, actions and desires of men. When we utter words 
they affect only those who hear, and may soon be forgotten; but when those words are 
printed on paper, or published in books, they will live to bless or curse all whose eyes 
chance to see them. When one of old wanted his posterity to hear his testimony for all 
time to come he said, ‘“‘Oh, that my words were now written! Oh, that they were printed in 
a book!’’ He was anxious to give posterity his testimony pure and good, ‘‘I know that my 
Redeemer liveth. 

There is a great deal of literature that is full of deadly poison. Against this gigantic 
evil we should wage a constant warfare and make every effort to banish it from our land, 
for it appeals to the baser instincts and passions and thus leads its victims by thousands to 
eternal ruin. ‘here is another class of reading that injures the better classes of humanity ; 
such as magazines and other books and papers, that affect a moral or religious tone, which 
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steal into the homes of professors of religion. They claim that their object is good, when 
in fact they are pernicious and destructive to the best interests of the home and church. 
There is need of great carefulness, therefore, as to what comes before our people as reading 
matter. One said, ‘‘Show me what a people read, and I will tell you their character.” It 
is to be lamented that not more of our people read the Free Methodist. We cannot be well- 
informed Free Methodists without its weekly visits. It is the best holiness periodical printed. 
The Free Methodist has no peer. We wish to express our highest appreciation of its 
editor and staff. We would urge our people to subscribe for the Missionary Tidings because 
we think that the reading of its pages will produce greater activity, greater zeal and a 
greater interest in missionary work.

II.—ON MEMOIRS. 
Oanorins S, BerkuziMER.—With the unnumbered blessings of another year our con- 


ference has not been exempt from shadows and sorrow. Death has crossed our pathway 
and our ranks have been broken as the unseen boatman dipped his paddle in the silver 
stream near our shore this time to bid the bloodwashed spirit of Sister Berkheimer to step 
on board to take the journey for which she has been preparing for the last eighteen years. 
She has gone to meet those friends and to enjoy that hope and home that had to her become 
so real while here. 


The subject of this memoir was too well known to need introduction. Her nameneeds - 
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‘only to be mentioned in this body to incite greater activity in each heart if we copy her 
life, especially in connection with the missionary cause—as well as for the forceful testimony, 
songs and exhortations which had such telling effect by the fervor and soul power she 
threw into them. 

The closing years of her useful life, as we well know were full of toils, in the midst of 
which she grew more mellow in spirit and as we sometimes say was ripening for eternity. 
Finding herself under the bane of an incurable disease she did not grow disheartened but 
pressed her claims for souls until the 9th of April, 1902, when she finished her earthly 
journey and, stepping on board the waiting vessel, said farewell to weeping earthly friends 
while with the same breath she greeted the dear ones who wait with her the home coming 
of husband and father to the other shore. 


III._ON STATE OF THE WORK. 


It has pleased God to grant to the Oil City conference, forthe few yearssince its organ- 
ization, a good degree of prosperity. The outpouring of the Spirit which has been enjoyed 
has resulted in a quickening and enlargement of all departments of the work of God. We 
have had some gracious revivals and our membership has been increased yearly. Some 
new societies have been organized and new church and parsonage buildings erected. The 
work of experimental holiness has gone forward with power. We believe the work has u 
good foundation and a bright future. Shall we as a conference measure up to the situation 
and make the future of God’s work what it ought to be to the glory of Christ Jesus? This 
report, therefore, is written, not in a congratulatory strain, but for the future of our work. 
‘The subject naturally divides itself into three heads: (1) What causes have contributed to 
this success? (2) What elements of weakness show themselves in the present condition of 
the work? (3) What dangers confront us? 

1. The causes which have contributed to whatever success has attended our work for 
the past few years appear to have been the following: 

(a) The work has been carried on by both preachers and members, among themselves 
as well as among those outside, with a single issue—holiness of heart and life. Personal 
aims and considerations either have been made a secondary matter or have been entirely 
lost sight of. While we have been keenly alive to all moral reforms and are by our very 
existence radically opposed to all prevailing forms of sin or wrong, yet we have been wise 
enough not to allow our church to degenerate into a mere reform church having simply 
negative issues. If we can get men holy in heart and life all reforms are immediately 
accomplished. 

(b) The first cause above mentioned precedes and produces the second, which is a 
genuine condition of brotherly love, harmony and unity, especially among the ministers 
and workers. This has existed to a marked degree even associated with the most radical 
differences about ways and means; about modes and methods. The preachers have loved 
ae other with pure hearts fervently, and seem bound together by bands stronger than 
steel. 

(c) A spirit of aggressiveness has been especially prominent in this work. This has 
been manifested by pushing out into new fields, holding street meetings, grove meetings, 
camp-meetings; and, most of all, by house to house visitation. 

(d) A spirit of self-sacritice has predominated with both preachers and people. The 
district elders as well as the circuit preachers have seemed willing to give up many comforts 
and conveniences of home life to win souls for God. The preachers on the various circuits 
have gladly received small and insufficient remuneration; and have suffered many priva- 
tions. At the same time the laity have nobly held up their hands by giving liberally for the 
support of the gospel, and by making sacrifices of money and of time to assist in carrying 
on God’s work. 

2. -What weaknesses are manifested? Itis useless to say there are none. There are 
some, and some quite serious ones. Is it wisdom to cover these from sight? Have we not 
intelligence enough to perceive, and grace enough to acknowledge, and courage enough to 
correct these elements of weakness? Your committee think we have. So we may frankly 
and boldly mention them. 

(a) First may be mentioned a lack of family government among both ministers and 
laymen; and, resulting from this, in some cases a lack of domestic piety. There should be 
an immediate and radical improvement in this respect. To allow it to continue can only 
result in serious trouble to our church. 

(b) Secord, a lack of systematic giving for the support of God’s cause may be men- 
tioned as a s‘rious weakness in our church within the bounds of this conference. This 
failure puts teayy burdens upon the few faithful and willing pilgrims who will and do see 
that the financial obligations of the church are met. If we can once establish systematic 
giving on all our circuits, all our religious, charitable and benevolent enterprises will be 
abundantly and easily supplied with means for their needs, and new ones can be under- 
taken. We believe if our people would practice the system of tithing the problem of sys- 
tematic giving would be solved. The membership of persons who steadily refuse systemat- 
ically to support God’s cause is of very doubtful value to our denomination. 
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(c) Third, there is a tendency observable at times to unduly exalt the emotional part 
of religion at the expense of the practical. Wedo not require or desire any less blessing 
and its manifestation, but we do need closer living and more careful walking before God. 
Any looseness or laxity of personal life causes the manifestation of genuine blessing to 
become an actual source of weakness to our work. God has wonderfully poured out his 
Spirit upon us, but the more we have of his Spirit the closer to God we must walk. This 
matter should receive especial attention in regard to our financial obligations. Any laxity 
in regard to meeting our obligations, and paying our bills, while it may not be fatal to the 
soul, may and does cripple or destroy the influence both of the individual and of the class 
to which he belongs. Our work is now weakened in places by losing sight of this fact. No 
amount of genuine blessing is sufficient to satisfy the person who fails to receive money 
rightfully due him. 

3. What dangers confront us? The greatest danger of all is that a spirit of division 
may come in among us. Alas for our work when we lose that spirit of love, unity and har- 
mony which has so remarkably characterized our work for the few years past! The devil 
knows full well that he can do nothing with us or against us so long as we keep united in 
spirit. If division comes, it will be caused by conditions. We have time to mention but 
one, that perhaps, the most dangerous. 

(a) A condition which may arise to cause division both among preachers and members 
is a desire to fill the best and most honorable places. This will be more likely to occur in 
the future as we increase in numbers and influence. The years spent for God either as a 
minister or layman, the sacrifices necessarily made to take this much-reproached route, 
the abilities shown in successfully conducting whatever has been undertaken, or a lack of 
the genuine experience of holiness, may cause some to think that God calls them to fill or 
occupy certain positions. Failing to receive them easily brings in jealousy towards those 
who do receive them, and division and trouble must follow. Can we not profit by the 
experience of others who have failed on this line, and all humble ourselves under the 
mighty hand of God and hold ourselves literally to the death to the teachings of the word: 
on ts ye believe which receive honor one of another?’’ and, ‘‘In honor preferring one 
another 

Other conditions containing danger of division might be mentioned, but the limits of 
this report forbid. 

(b) Next after the danger of division might be mentioned a disposition to laxity in 
holding our members to obtaining definitely the experience of holiness. God has called us 
out on this issue. Unless we hold to this definitely, persistently and steadily, we shall fail 
of our mission, lose our power, and soon have no place in God’s work. 

(c) There is also danger of our becoming careless about insisting upon our negative 
issues. While these are not the life of our church, they constitute our backbone. A dis- 
position to neglect this in the matter of personal attire is already noticeable among us in a 
few places.

IV.—ON EDUCATION. 


To educate is to train, to discipline, to cultivate, to develop. In its broadest sense 
education involves the cultivation of the entire man, physical, mental, moral and spiritual. 
One definition of education given by the ‘‘Standard Dictionary”’ is ‘‘To develop a man 
physically, mentally, morally and spiritually.’’ In the restricted meaning of the term, as 
more commonly used, it refers to the development of the mental powers. The idea of 
training and development is frequently lost sight of in considering the subject of education, 
The expression—‘‘He is an educated man,”’ often means no more than that the individual 
has, in some manner, become possessed of a greater or less amount of information coyer- 
ing a certain range of subjects. Quoting again from the ‘‘Standard Dictionary” we say, 
‘‘In speaking of one as educated, we imply not merely that he has acquired knowledge, but 
that his mental powers have been developed and disciplined to effective action,’’ The 
demand of the times is for educated men in this broader sense of the term—men whose 
powers have been trained to the highest degree of proficiency. 

In order that any of our powers may do their best work they must be disciplined until 


they are brought under subjection to the will so that they will obey its commands, The, 


object of mental development or education is to so render the mental faculties subservient 
to the will, that, in obedience to its command they may be fixed upon any subject and held 
steadily to that line of thought. In short to train the mind to work, to think consecutively 
and clearly. Patient and persistent discipline is necessary in order to attain this result. 
In no other calling is a mind thus disciplined more necessary than in the work of the gospel 
ministry. The truths with which the minister deals are the broadest, the deepest, the most 
profound which can engage the mind of man. 

This great object of education, as it relates to the mind, may be attained without 
attending school or college, or pursuing the regular curriculum of such an institution, but, 
while admitting this, we must insist that one may attain this object much more readily by 
attending a good school. Hecan be more regular in his habits of study and freer from 
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interruption than in the midst of the busy cares of life. Further, the earlier in life one 
submits himself to the training process the more effective and lasting will be the results, 

As in the past, we put ourselves on record as believing that any system of education 
which devotes itself to the development of the intellect alone, to the exclusion of the moral, 
and spiritual nature of the individual must be a failure. Much of the prejudice against 
education existing in the minds of spiritual people, in our own church and elsewhere, is a 
result of seeing the fruit of that type of education. Education of itself is not detrimental 
to spirituality, but, too often, the spiritual man is entirely neglected in our modern institu- 
tions of learning. ‘‘Education for character’ has been and must continue to be, our motto. 
With this object in view godly men in our denomination have founded schools where young 
men and women may secure all the benefits of thorough intellectual training, and, at the 
same time have thrown around them that type of moral and spiritual influences which 
shall tend to develop and strengthen Christian character. 

These schools are in every way worthy of our patronage and support. The work done 
is equal to that done by schools of the same grade anywhere. The instructors are thor- 
oughly equipped for their work and many of them at great sacrifice are devoting their time 
and energy to the cause of Christian education. 

We urge upon all our people the importance of patronizing these schools instead of 
sending their children where, too often, the strife is to keep up with the race for fashion 
and display, or for proficiency in athletic sports, rather than for proficiency in that which 
will fit for usefulness in the home, in society and in the church of God. 

We would urge all our young men, who feel that they are called to the work of the 
ministry, whenever it is practical for them to do so, to spend some time in one of our 
schools. The training and discipline which they will there receive, both intellectually and 
spiritually, will be of life long value to them. Where this is not practicable we urge thor- 
oughness in pursuing the course of study prescribed in the Discipline. We recommend 
that, whenever the district elders or older brethren in the conference find young men who 
feel called to the work who are deficient in their studies, they encourage and assist them to 
master the branches in which they are deficient. We also urge upon all our ministers, as a 
means of thorough fitting for their work, that they cultivate regular habits of study. The 
exhortations of Paul to Timothy ‘‘Till I come give attendance to reading, to exhortation, 
to doctrine”’ (1 Tim, 4:18); ‘‘Study to show thyself approved unto God, a workman that 
needeth not to be ashamed, rightly dividing the word of truth’’ (2 Tim. 2:); and the 
directions of our excellent book of Discipline regarding study faithfully followed will pro- 
duce rich fruit in the broadening and deepening of our public ministrations. 

Last but not least we would emphasize the importance of constantly placing ourselves 
as ministers and people under the tutorage of that ‘‘Spirit of Truth’’ who has promised to 
“‘ouide us into all truth,”

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II.—ON STATE OF THE WORK. 


The last year has been one of varied experiences. The Lord has smiled upon us in his 
providential visitations. Good health has been the general condition of pastors and people, 
and prosperity, financially, has also come to the State. 

Spiritually there are evidences of vitality, and some aggressive work has been done, 
resulting in the salvation and sanctification of precious souls, and quite a number haye 
been received into the Free Methodist church. Five camp-meetings have been held, and 
without exception they have been seasons of salvation. They would have been much more 
successful had a larger number of our people attended them. No Free Methodist can 
afford to stay away from this ‘‘annual feast of tabernacles.’’ The pastors have been quite 
active in revival work, but we are sure much more can be done by commencing earlier in 
the conference year and persistently pursuing the work of pastoral visitation in connection 
with protracted and tent meetings. There is an imperative need of some fire-baptized — 
evangelists to devote their time to revival work among us, in old as well as new fields, and 
we advise that arrangements be made for such appointments as far as our help will permit. 

We wish to mention briefly what has been done in tent-meetings, and the advancements 
made in the way of church and parsonage building and improvements. Three tent-meet- 
ings have been held during the summer with good results: One at Canton by Brother 
Whiteside, where nine souls were saved or sanctified and a small class organized. One at 
Alpena under the charge of Brother and Sister Gaddis, where were similar results, several 
being saved and some of them being added tothechurch. Another tent-meeting at Powell, — 
in charge of Brother Harel with fair success. We thank God for these victories and take 
courage to goon. We urge our brethren to plan for a more extensive campaign the coming ~ 
season. . 

Considerable improvement has been made in our church property during the year. 
The purchase of an additional lot to the parsonage ground at Faulkton, the finishing of the 
parsonage and repairing and dedication of the church, which amounted to $539, leaves the 
property in an excellent condition and free from all incumbrances. At Olivet the erection 
of a parsonage is begun and is well under way. he pastor, Brother Austin, has succeeded 
in raising $325 in cash, and the balance of the debt is nearly provided for by subscription. 
The debt on the property at Mitchell has been reduced. At Wall Lake there wasa small 
debt on the parsonage which was built last year, but the Lord has helped them to wipe it 
all out, and a donation has been given of one and one-half acres of land adjoining the 
church lot for a cemetery. This leaves their property free from debt. Sioux Falls has 
disposed of the old parsonage and purchased a new one, which has been repaired and the 
debt accrued therefrom almost entirely removed or provided for. The small balance due © 
on our parsonage at Beresford has been entirely removed, leaving our fine property here — 
entirely free from debt. At Vienna nearly an acre of ground has been purchased with a 
view of building a church thereon in the near future. 

In addition to all this, the Sioux Falls and North districts in the quarterly conferences 
determined to buy or build a parsonage for the district elder of these districts. They 
finally were enabled to do so and a commodious building was purchased for $600 at Sioux 
Falls, on easy terms, Two hundred dollars was paid down, about one hundred dollars 
spent in repairs on the building and we pay about one hundred more this month. For all 
these things we praise God and re-engage in the conflict. 

One thing that gives much encouragement is the unity of spirit and harmony of action 
that prevails among us throughout our borders. ‘‘May it ever continue.’ The spirit of 
uneasiness in the land has had its effect upon us as a conference, and many of our people 
have become dissatisfied with their surroundings and have gone or are going to other 
fields, thus leaving their societies reduced in number and ability to carry on the work. 
This is very discouraging to those remaining and in some instances, at least, very disastrous 
to those leaving, financially, spiritually and socially. We would again raise our voices 
against this spirit of migration. In sustaining the work of God with their means the Free 
Methodists of South Dakota are as liberal as those in any other part of our Zion, we think, 
in proportion to their means. Conference collections are uniformly raised in full, liberal 
responses for missionary cause, evangelists’ labor, etc., but there is, however, in some 
cases, a deficiency in amount raised for pastor’s support so that pastors are very much pressed 
for means to provide the necessaries of life for themselves and families without running in 
debt or giving part of their time to secular avocations. We believe this could in nearly 
every instance be prevented by a conscientious application of our disciplinary methods of 
raising the salary of the pastor wherever he gives himself fully to the work of the ministry. 

But few of our class-leaders or stewards measure up to their responsibilities on this 
line. We think that no preacher should allow his name to be placed as preacher in charge 
of any field without assuming and discharging his disciplinary duties conscientiously, and 
that no layman should allow himself to be elected to the position of class-leader and 
steward without conscientiously and continuously measuring up to all the duties imposed 
upon him by our church economy. Where this is done we are sure there will be no poorly 
supplied Free Methodist pastors or families, r 
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Shall we not institute a reform all along the line that will bring showers of blessings 
throughout all our borders? 

We find that we are quite uniform in our positions on the issues that distinguish us from 
other denominations, but in some instances there is manifested a disposition to be and to 
do like the nations around us. Free Methodist families, where original Free Methodist 
het of dress and separation in associations are found, are not as numerous as they 
should be. 

We should take warning by the history of other churches and keep the scriptural 
standard and landmarks where the fathers have set them. We can only have God’s 
approval and assistance in our work as we have the standard of ‘‘Holiness unto the Lord”’ in 
all departments of our work, constantly lifted up. Oh, for the mighty baptism of fire and 
power to come upon us as a people as never before!

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


I.—ON SECRET SOOIETIES, 


‘And God said, Let there be light: and there was light.’ Jesus said, ‘‘I am the light 
of the world: he that followeth me shall not walk in darkness, but shall have the light of 
life.’ Again, “And this is the condemnation that light is come into the world, and men 
loved darkness rather than light, because their deeds were evil.’’ Hver since the devil - 
tempted and seduced the first man and woman to sin, has secrecy been in the world. 
Their deeds were evil and they sought the deepest glen and darkest glade, to hide them 
from the light of God. Jesus Christ is the fountain of light. The devil is ‘the prince of 
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darkness. Secrecy is based upon the principles of moral darkness. Egypt, Greece, Rome- 
and Babylon, all had their secret societies and mysteries. Americahashers,some of which 
are the most dangerous to our social, civil and religious institutions. 

Masonry, like the church of Rome, cannot’ bear the light. Masonic oaths are extra 
judicial and blasphemous in their character. Her votaries claim for her great antiquity, 
even going back to the days of Solomon. If their statement is correct, the high priests 
were its highest executors, and the Sanhedrin its highest tribunal before which Jesus Ohrist 
was arraigned, tried, mocked and condemned to death, at the eventful hour of ‘‘low 
twelve ;’? and when the heathen governor would have let him go, the people intimidated 
him by their threats,and thus procured the death of the Son of God, and to this day 
his name is not permitted to be used among them. 

Masonry lies to its votaries in imposing upon them fearful obligations, diabolical in 
their nature. The Master assures the candidate that his obligations to Masonry ‘‘will not 
interfere with his obligations to his family, his God, or his country,’’ and before the poor

Jews, Mohammedans, Mormons, Hindoos, gamblers. drunkards, whoremongers, liars, pro- 
fane swearers and infidels, 
We would say to one and all, ‘‘Come ye out from among them and God will receive 
you. 
To the question, How shall we find out the iniquity of the lodge? we would answer, We 
would recommend to our people the careful perusal of Ronayne’s Hand-book of Free- 
Masonry, and an exposition of Free Masonry by Charles G. Finney.

IIl.—_ON EDUCATION. 


Your committee on education beg leave to submit the following report: We believe 
in the development of the intellectual as well as the training of the moral being. And we 
are persuaded that the intellectual training cannot be neglected only at the sacrifice of the 
spiritual. Yet we are sure that the development of the spiritual is not altogether dependent 
upon the intellectual conceptions. We reaffirm our appreciation of the work of education 
among us as achurch and again register our confidence in the work being done as educa- 
tion for character by the A. M. Chesbrough Seminary situated at North Chili, New York, 
and rejoice in the prosperity of all our schools which singly and together are accomplishing

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a grand and gracious work for the church and the world. We heartily recommend our 
Free Methodist families to remember the needs of these schools by sending their children 
to them, feeling assured that they will be advantaged in the development of their moral 
and spiritual natures with that of their intelligence; also to give freely of their means to 
lift the indebtedness which acts as a menace to their eternal prosperity. We also recom- 
mend that greater care be observed in taking the collections ordered to be taken. by the 
eee conference for Christian education upon each and every circuit throughout the 
church. 


III.—ON PUBLICATIONS. 


Your committee on publications beg to submit the following report: We are fully 
awake to the mighty influence of the press, which influence we are sorry to say is not 
always for good. Our mission as a church on this line is first, to exert our power in deter- 
mined opposition to the publication and circulation of impure literature of all kinds. 
Their effect on mind and heart is very pernicious and degrading. Thememory isimpaired 
by the reading of impure novels and sensational books for entertainment while no effort is 
made to remember what is read. The imagination is subverted by impossible ideas; the 
judgment is warped; the will debased if not destroyed; while the natural tendency to 
succeed by low cunning is increased so that the finer soul qualities are strangled and finally 
driven from the heart. What waves of crime, forgeries, thefts, libels, murders, follow in 
the wake of this evil. It shall have continually our scathing denunciation. 

While it is true that bad literature will produce bad, it is equally true that good litera- 
ture will produce good, hence our mission as a church is, secondly, to exert our power in 
the circulation of good books and periodicals. There are a number of good publishing 
houses to which we say God-speed, but as a body we especially endorse the work of our 
own house. We believe our numerous publications stand second to none for purity and 
spirituality. We admire the enterprise of the church shown in the securing of the plates 
for standard books on holiness which were rapidly going out of print. We wish to express 
our grateful appreciation of the services of our dear Brother S. K. J. Chesbro, and also of 
those associated with him in the printing of our papers and supplies. We are not forgetful 
of their promptness in filling orders. We are sorry so many of our people can afford to 
take so many papers to the exclusion of the Pree Methodist, and wish to pledge ourselves to 
greater diligence in creating a deeper interest in it, and in securing subscribers for it. We 
shall be emphatic 1n our insistence on the reading and study of good books. 


IV.—ON SABBATH-SCHOOLS. 


The theory is that the Sunday-school is the nursery of the church, and from it we are 
supposed to reap abundant fruit. This may be true in some churches and to some extent 
in our own, but in this section this does not prove to be true. Facts are stubborn things. 
Young people go out from our schools to live worldly lives or join churches that do not 
teach the high standard of living that we do. What is the reason? First, because some 
of our most spiritual members are not interested in Sunday-school work. They as a con- 
sequence stay at home and by their example and absence show their apparent disapproval 
of the work. Second, the children of Free Methodist parents after they reach the age of 
ten or twelve years grow restless and ashamed of the restraint and reproach of this narrow 
way,and are allowed togotootherschools where they are almost invariably untaught any good 
they may have learned athome. Third, our Sunday-schools are not spiritual enough. It 
is not enough to inculcate the letter of the word, but this is often the case. Spiritual truth 
told without the Spirit accompanying it is powerless to reach the heart. Fourth, our 
schools are not thorough enough. In a great many places a spirit of searching the 
scriptures is scarcely known. Surface truth is minced over while beneath lies the great 
ocean of divine truth unexplained. Foolish and unlearned questions are often the order of 
the day. Fifth, we do not make the young people feel that they are studying the most 
important book in the world, and one that should be reverenced and by which they shall 
eventually be judged. Sixth, it is often the case that the teacher himself knows very little 
about the lesson and is incapable of bringing out the deep things of God, both from lack 
of study and of spiritual depth. Seventh, as a consequence of all this and other things 
that might be mentioned some of our schools become monotonous, lacking in interest, 
lacking in energy, lacking in Spirit, and do not know Christ. 

Let us suggest a remedy. Let the preacher interest himself in the work. If he is 
indifferent to it we should reeommend that a season of heart searching would help to get 
him ready for the work. Let him search for the cause of the failure of his individual 
school to save souls (for souls instead of head knowledge should be the end of all our 
etforts), then let him diligently seek to right these wrongs. He will then stir up the indif- 
ferent ones by his own earnestness. Liven things up with good wholesome talks, encourage 
searching the scriptures; impress the importance of the word on young hearts. Make 
things interesting and two ends will be accomplished—a larger attendance and the salva- 
tion of souls. 

e would add the following. Whereas we regard the Sunday-school as occupying a very 
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important field of church work, we would note with pleasure the introduction of the Home 
Department of the Sunday-school by our Sunday-school secretary, Rev. W. B. Olmstead. 
To the extent of its use in the Pittsburg conference it has proven an inspiration and blessing 
to the Sunday-school work. And we regard its introduction as most important to our work, 
and ae our ministers and Sunday-school superintendents to introduce it as early as 
possible.

II.—_ON PUBLICATIONS. 


There is no agency more potent for the dissemination of knowledge than the press, 
whose publications, whether good or evil, live on after oral instructions have been forgotten. 
In all worldly knowledge that alone committed to writing and printing lives. None but 
he who spake as never man spake, and whose only written sentences were in the sand, 
could trust his teachings to his hearers, the pledge of whose perpetuity consisted in his 
ability to transmit his very life and nature to their hearts. 

The press of the present, with that of the past, has blest the world with multiplied tons 
of excellent matter meriting scrutiny and deep, persistent perusal—books and papers of 
real character building capacity, among which only afew may be mentioned. 

First, the Bible, which is little studied and less remembered by the masses of modern 
people. We are of the candid opinion that no other book of earth’s vast libraries could 
survive the same neglect, misuse and violence, and retain a respectable hold on the minds 
of the people. This wonderful book—‘‘the rule of our faith and practice,” “the man of 
our counsel,”’ the light to our pathway, the lamp to our feet, the star of our hope, the 
source of our joys, the solace of our sorrows, the pledge of our immortality and the expres- 
sion of our glorified Redeemer—is neglected, set aside and abandoned for cheap published 
emanations of the pit. We often fear the great flood-tide of religious books and periodicals 
themselves are becoming positive curses to the people, not because their teachings are 
vicious but because they are not divine but human productions and engross our minds to 
the neglect of the law and gospel of God. We see this bearing its necessary fruit in minds 
crammed and crowded with history, classics, and poetry, which but dimly express the 
words of truth. Brethren, let us stick to the sacred Book. 

The dying Walter Scott said, “‘Bring me the book.” His attendant asked ‘What 
book?’’ Said the dying poet, “There is but one book, bring me the Book. 

Ob that we might become mighty in the scriptures ! Jesus said, ‘Search the script- 
ures.’’ Paul said, ‘‘Preach the word.’’ John Wesley said, ‘‘Let me be a man of one book.”’ 

But while other books must and will be bought and read, let us meet the demand with 
the circulation of the best books obtainable. We can recommend nothing better than the 
standard publications of our church, even to our laymen. Why should not all become 
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familiar with the doctrines and history of Christianity. Even the women and children of 
early Christian times were more than ordinary theologians, and able to combat the errors 
extant. Few books can minister more grace to the reader than ‘‘Roberts’ Fishers of Men,”’ 
‘*‘Wood’s Perfect Love,’’ *‘Peck’s Central Idea of Ohristianity,’’ or ‘‘Blackburn’s Church 
History,’’ or ‘‘Stevens’ History of Methodism.’”’ Reading ‘‘Stevens’ History of Methodism’’ 
set two Texas preachers’ souls on fire until they took the streets, preached their way intoa 
Catholic prison, and out again, preached a prohibitory law of the statute book of the 
largest city in the State, and by the grace of God continue preaching. 

Again we note with mortification that so few copies of the Free Methodist are taken. 
We indulge the boast that this paper has not an equal for purity and doctrinal consistency 
in all the journalism of America. No wild-fire slush comes through its columns. We note 
with pathetic sadness some of our people laying this our church paper aside because, per- 
chance, some article of, to them, objectionable character, and to us injudicious utterances, 
the emanations of misconceived sectional questions, sadly prejudicial to our welfare, and 
then take papers containing almost all kinds of stuff palmed off in the name of holiness, 
and offer the excuse, ‘‘There are some mighty good things in this paper.’’ My brethren, 
the Free Methodist is a high-toned, clean, pure, live specimen of religious journalism—the 
painstaking product of an able, eminent, Christian gentleman, correct in doctrine and 
clean, high and noble in his life. Let us stand by it, read it, push it. And wherever we 
can have but one paper, by all means have the Free Methodist. The members of our church 
who read the Free Methodist are always our best people, other things being equal. The 
Pentecostal Herald, the Holiness Advocate and the Revivalist are very good papers, but 
they are not Free Methodist papers, and they never make Free Methodist members nor 
make those we have better Free Methodists. It is easy to get subscribers, and with care to 
keep them after they are gotten. While visiting, ask the family to take the paper, show 
them why they should, and a rich harvest will reward your toil. 

Our Sunday-school literature is also without a superior. Others may supply you 
cheaper, but what you gain in cost is more than lost in quality. 

We suggest that all our pastors make a specialty of pushing our publications for the 
coming year.

CONSTITUTION 


ArticLe I.—Osszct anp Drsian 


The object of the board is to promote theological and general education in the Free 
Methodist church under the conditions p~escribed by the Certificate of Incorporation, and 
by the General Conference of the Free Methodist church. 


ArticLeE I].—MEMBERS 


The board shall consist of the fourteen members of the Executive Committee of the 
Free Methodist church of North America and the editor of the Pree Methodist, as provided 
for by the General Conference of the Free Methodist church at its session held in Chicago, 
during the month of October, 1898, and recorded in Chapter XIV. of the Discipline. 


Articue II].—Orricers 


The officers of this board shall consist of a president, corresponding secretary, record- 
ing secretary and treasurer, to be elected at the annual meeting. Besides these officers the 
board may appoint such other officers or agents, paid or unpaid, as may from time to time 
be necessary in the judgment of the board to carry out its objects. The duties of all the 
officers shall be prescribed by the by-laws. 

All elections shall be by ballot, unless the ballot be dispensed with by a vote of two- 
thirds of the members present and voting. 


ArticLE IV.—QuorUM 


Seven members of the board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business 
at all meetings of the board. 


ArticuE V.—Finance CoMMITTEE 


There shall be annually appointed three members of the board who shall constitute the 
Standing Committee on Finance, to whose care and management shall be intrusted the 
funds of the corporation, the fixing and changing the official bonds of the treasurer, and 
the proper investment and appropriatlon of the monies and revenues of the corporation — 
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under the direction of the Board of Education; and no investments or securities shall be 
ehanged by the treasurer without the consent of a majority of thiscommittee first obtained 
by resolution adopted at a regular meeting thereof; and minutes of all the proceedings of 
the Finance Committee shall be kept and submitted to the stated meetings of the Board of 


Education for approval. 
Articte VI,—AvuxtniaRy SocreTIEs 


Srecrion 1. Any annual conference or associate conferences may form an Education 
Society auxiliary to the Board of Education, with the understanding that all collections or 
contributions for educational purposes, made to such Education Society, shall be appro- 
priated at its own discretion. All contributions to permanent funds made by order of an 
annual conference may be held and administered by the conference auxiliary if it be in- 
corporated, and if not, shall be forwarded to this Board of Education to be held and ad- 
ministered for the purposes specified by the donors. 

Srection 2. All auxiliary societies are required to send annually a report of their 


doings to this board. 
Articte VII.—Sunpay-scHoon Funps 


Sxecrion 1, It shall be the special interest and duty of this board to augment the Sun- 
day-school Children’s Fund and to appropriate its proceeds according to the directions of 
the general conference. 

Srcrion 2. No conference shall share in the proceeds of money contributed hereafter 
to this fund which shall not direct that annual collections be taken up in its behalf in the 
Sunday-schools within the bounds of said conference, according to the recommendation of 
the general conference fixing on the first Sunday in the month of June, or, if that date be 
impracticable, the most convenient Sabbath in June, as the Children’s Day; said collection 
to be taken on that day. 


Articuk VIII.—Or CHancus In THE CONSTITUTION 
The Board of Education may, at any stated meeting, or at a special meeting called for 
the purpose, make amendments to this constitution not inconsistent with the Certificate of 
Incorporation, provided that such amendment or amendments shall have been proposed 
at a previous meeting, and shall be passed by an affirmative vote of two-thirds of the board. 





BY-LAWS 


Section I,—Mxrrrines 

1. The annual meeting of this board shall be held at the Free Methodist Publishing 
House in Chicago, Illinois, in connection with the annual-meetings of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Free Methodist church, in October of each year, the announcement of the 
precise date to be advertised through the Free Methodist by the president thirty days prior 
to the time of the meeting. 

2. Special meetings may be called by the president at any time when in his judgment 
and that of the other officers of the board, such a meeting is necessary. 


Srction I].—Orricers 

1, The officers of this board shall be a president, vice-president, recording secretary, 
corresponding secretary and treasurer. 

2. These officers shall be elected yearly at the annual meeting of the board, and shall 
continue in office one year or until the election of their successors. A vacancy may be 
filled at any meeting of the board. 

3. The president shall call or announce all the meetings of the board, and preside over 
the same when present. 

4, The vice president shall fulfil the duties properly devolving upou the president 
whenever for any reason the former is unable to act. 

5. The recording secretary shall be the custodian of the records of the board and of 
the seal of the incorporation, and shall keep a faithful record of all the business done at 
the meetings of the board, which, after having been approved, he shall transcribe into a 
permanent record. 
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6. The corresponding secretary shall be ex officio a member of the Finance Committee 
and of the Committee on Appropriations. He shall also keep in correspondence with such 
auxiliary societies as now exist or may be formed within the church, and with all the 
annual conferences in order to secure the formation of auxiliary societies and promote 
their efficiency when formed. He shall prepare, print and circulate all documents neces- 
sary to the fulfilment of the duties of this board, as provided for by its Constitution and 
ordered by the general conference. He shall have general oversight of all correspondence 
pertaining to legacies, bequests, donations, etc., as also of all correspondence from appli 
eants for benefits from the funds of the board, and perform all the other duties naturally 
belonging to his office or that may be directed by the board. 

7. The treasurer shall be the custodian of all the funds belonging or accruing to the 
board, which he shall receive, disburse or invest as the board or Finance Committee shali 
direct. He shall sabmit his accounts annually to the Auditing Committee, and his books 
and papers shall be subject to their inspection at any time. He shall give all information 
at his command concerning the condition af the treasury whenever requested to do so by 
the board or by the Finance Committee. Heshall be ex officioa member of the Committee 
on Appropriations. He shall also execute and deliver to the Board of Education suck 
bonds as the Finance Committee may at any time require, under instructions from the 


board. 
Section I].—Sranpive ComMMitress 


There shall be elected at the annual meeting of the Board of Education in each and 
every year the following standing committees: 

1. A Finance Committee of three members. ; 

2. An Auditing Committee of three members, who shall audit the accounts of the 
treasurer annually, and at such other times as the board may direct, and report at the next 
meeting of the board. They shall audit such other accounts as may be referred to them by 
the board. ; 

3. A Committée on Appropriations consisting of three members in addition to the two 
ex officio members, whose duty it shall be to examine and determine upon all applications 
from persons, conferences or institutions capable of receiving aid under the regulations 
established by the general conference, and to report their action at the next following 
meeting of the board. : 

4, A Committee on the Location of Educational Institutions. 

5. A Committee on the Cancellation of Loans. 

6. A Committee on the Recognition of Schools. 


Section [V.—PaRLIAMENTARY REGULATIONS

deliberations of the Board of Education.

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CHURCH EXTENSION BOARD 
FIFTH SESSION 


Pursuant to a call published in the Free Methodist the annual meeting of the Board of 
Church Extension, of the Free Methodist Church of North America convened at 16 North 
May street, Chicago, Illinois, at 9:20 a. m., October 15, 1902. 

The board was called together by General Superintendent G. W. Coleman, who 
presided. The devotional exercises were conducted by the president, 

The roll was called and the following persons answered to their names: G. W. Coleman, 
B. R. Jones, B. Winget, O. O. Schantz, J. Graham, J. F. Garrett, E. P. Hart, W. A. Sellew, 
S. K. J. Chesbro, W. H. Clark, W. B. Olmstead, Thomas Heavisides. 

On motion the missionary secretary presented the following report: 


The object of this fund is to encourage self-sacrificing zeal and heroic faith as mani- 
fested in the exercise of the grace of giving to provide churches for God’s worship. Such 
conditions are of vital importance as a basis for the upbuilding and perpetuity of God’s 
work and worship. In a recent report concerning the home work in the Presbyterian 
church, it was stated that one-third of the churches built by the denomination had ceased 
to be oceupied by them. How many vacant churches we already have among us. A soci- 
ety without sufficient faith in God, and self-sacrificing zeal to attempt great things for him, 
expecting that success will crown their efforts, hardly evidences sufficient faith to ensure 
healthy growth and development. Our work is the most fruitful and permanent where 
there has been the fullest manifestation of the grace of giving and of faith in God without 
looking specially for aid from abroad. Are we making as much advancement in propor- 
tion to our numbers, in the matter of church building as we did in our earlier history 
before we had our church extension fund? If we use this fund in such a way as to lessen 
self-sacrificing zeal and the exercise of grace and faith in giving on the part of our societies, 
it may be a crutch on which they may lean for a time, only to fall later, while without it 
they might have learned to walk alone and become strong. 

We have reached a crisis in the use and administration of thisfund. We must have 
larger collections from the church or we must change our policy in administering it. 
Which shall we do? I think the latter is the wise course for us to pursue. Therefore, your 
secretary makes the following recommendations: 

1. That it is the sense of this board that no greater appropriation than $200 be made 
to any one society except in cases of extreme necessity. 

2. That no appropriations be made to old, established societies when they repair and 
enlarge their church buildings unless in cases of extreme necessity. 

3. Should the board approve of these recommendations it is understood that they are 
to apply only to future applications. 


On motion the report was received.

On motion of O.O.Schantz it was ordered that the board limit their appropriations for 
1902 and 1903 to $1,600 over the amount usually appropriated for incidental expenses and

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S. K. J. Chesbro, G. W. Coleman, B. Winget, W. B. Olmstead and B. R. Jones, each 
having received a majority of the votes cast, were declared elected. 

On motion it was ordered that the applications marked ‘‘deferred’’ be placed on file 
and presented at the next annual meeting of the board. 

The minutes were read, and on motion approved.

FIFTH SESSION 


Pursuant to the call published in the Free Methodist, the General Missionary Board of 
the Free Methodist Church of North America met at the Free Methodist Publishing House, 
14-16 North May street, Chicago, Illinois, October 15, 1902, at 2 p. m. 

General Superintendent B. R. Jones, president of the board, called the meeting to 
order and presided. 

Hymns number 56 and 187 were sung and scripture lesson from Acts 4: 23-32; 13:1-5; 
45-48 was read by the president, and prayer was offered by Mrs. E. L. McGeary, Benjamin 
Winget, W. A. Sellew and Mrs. Mary L. Coleman. In all, one-half hour was devoted to 
devotional exercises that the blessing of God may rest on the missionary work in the church. 

The secretary called the roll, and the following members answered to their names: 
B. R. Jones, E. P. Hart, G. W. Coleman, W. A. Sellew, B. Winget, W. H. Clark, W. B. 
Olmstead, J. Graham, ©. O. Schantz, Thomas Heavisides, J. F. Garrett, Mrs. Ella L. 
MeGeary, Mrs. Mary L. Coleman, Mrs. Helen Hart Jones and S. K. J. Chesbro. 

The report of the work of the board of directors was read by the secretary. (See 
report.) On motion the report was adopted. 

The secretary of the board read his annual report as follows: (See report.) 

On motion the report was adopted. 

The treasurer gave his report as follows: (See report.) 

On motion the report was adopted. 

On motion the reports of the superintendents and missionaries on the foreign fields 
were ordered read. 

On motion the board proceeded to the election of two directors by ballot. 

W.B. Olmstead and Mrs. Mary L. Coleman, having each received a majority of the 
votes cast, were declared elected. 

The secretary presented the matter of our missionary work in Japan. 

The applications and recommendations of the following named persons for Japan were 
presented to the board for its consideration by the secretary: Rev. Wesley F. and Mrs. 
Minnie W. Matthewson, of Holland, Ohio. 

The matter of considering the applications and recommendations of persons who 
desired to be sent as missionaries to the foreign field was resumed. 

The secretary read communication, etc., from the following persons: (1) August 
Youngren, of Seattle, Washington; (2) Miss Annie C. Millican, of Seattle, Washington. 
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On motion Rey. Wesley and Mrs. Minnie W. Matthewson were accepted as missionaries 
for Japan. 

On motion of W. B. Olmstead, Miss Lillian M. Bushnell, of Evansville, Wisconsin, was 
appointed to Japan, to be sent out with Mr. and Mrs. Matthewson, if in the judgment of 
the board of directors the funds will warrant it. 

A communication was read by the secretary from G. H. Agnew and wife relative to 
their returning to this country. 

On motion it was ordered that Rev. G. H. Agnew and wife be allowed to return to 
America in the spring of 1903. 

The secretary read the Manual, testimonials and recommendations from Dr. W. A. 
Backenstoe, of Emaus, Pennsylvania. 

W. A. Sellew and B. Winget spoke regarding his general qualifications for foreign 
medical mission work. 

On motion of W.A. Sellew, it was ordered to accept Dr. W. A. Backenstoe as a medical 
missionary, and that he be sent out at such time and to such field as the board of directors 
think best. 

The secretary presented the case of Miss Augusta G. Reed, of Brooklyn, New York, 
whose application and Manual, and recommendations were considered by the board. 

On motion Miss Augusta G. Reed was accepted as a missionary to India, to be sent out 
provided the board of directors are satisfied with her recommendations and decide the 
funds will warrant such action. 

The secretary read the following communication from V.G. McMurray: (See com- 
munication.) 

On motion it was ordered regarding recommendation (A) in his report that the secre- 
tary be instructed to inform Rev. V. G. McMurry that native workers from other mission 
boards or societies in the same relation they held in the societies from which they come; 
and that if said workers are ordained and prove themselves worthy, their parchments may 
be sent on to one of our annual conferences and their ordination be recognized anda 
certificate to that effect be given them. 

The annual report was read from W. G. Hanmer, general conference evangelist, as 
follows: (See report.) 

On motion G. H. Agnew was appointed as superintendent of the mission work at 
Johannesburg and Inhambane, Africa. 

On motion J. P. Brodhead was appointed superintendent of the mission work at Natal, 
his relation to William C. Gray to be the same as last year. 

The matter of considering appropriations for general missions was taken up. 

The treasurer of the general mission fund then reported as follows: (See report.) On 
motion the report was adopted. ? 

Applications for aid from the general mission fund were read. 

On motion the following appropriations were made for general missions for 1902-1903. 
(See list.) 

On motion V. G. McMurry was appointed superintendent for India. 

On motion the resignation of Emma Appling as missionary to the foreign field was 
accepted, and an appropriation was made to equal the amount she owes the missionary 
board. 

The secretary recommended that the following appropriations be made for foreign 
missions for 1902-1903. (See list). 

On motion the appropriations as reeommended by the secretary were allowed. 

On motion V.G. McMurry was given the power of attorney for us in India. 

On motion it was ordered that the board proceed to elect a treasurer for our mission- 
aries in India, and on motion M. O. Clarke was elected. \ 

On motion Rey. W. F. Matthewson was elected as superintendent of our mission work 
in Japan. 

On motion it was ordered that it is the sense of this board that the recently-appointed 
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missionaries to Japan make their headquarters in Osaka, if in the judgment of the mission. 
ary secretary and the superintendent to Japan it be deemed best. 

W. A. Sellew presented the following resolution : 

That whenever missionaries are sent out under this board, the secretary shall call their 
attention to the fact that they should fully consider the relation of their children to the 
foreign work and to this board, and that we cannot undertake to furnish any special 
advantages of a social or educational nature except such as may be found at the mission 
station where such missionaries may be sent, and that no responsibility shall rest upon the 
board, either moral or otherwise, because of lack of their advantages or a desire on the part 
of the missionaries for such advantages for their children. 

On motion the resolution was adopted. 

The minutes were read, corrected and approved. 

On motion the board adjourned to meet at the call of the chair. 





ANNUAL REPORT OF THE GENERAL CONFERENCE EVANGELIST 
Mr. Presipent aND MEMBERS OF THE GENERAL Missronary Boarp: 


With deep and profound gratitude to God, the giver of all good, we can report that we 
have had health and strength to labor and prosecute the work of evangelism during the 
entire year. We have had no interruptions of any character, and God has most graciously 
helped and blest us in the work. Never in my life have I felt to be in the divine order more 
than during the present year. I spent most of the months of November and December in 
Wisconsin, at Bay View, the South side church, Milwaukee, and Evansville. After spending 
about ten days in an earnest effort for souls at Bay View, we transferred the meeting to the 
Second Free Methodist church in Milwaukee. Special prayer-meetings and a camp-meeting 
had been held in Bay View prior to our visit there. It seemed to Pastor E. J. Roberts that 
an open door presented itself and great hopes were anticipated; but after we began the 
revival services, what seemed to have been in sight suddenly disappeared. So we felt led to 
move the meeting to the Milwaukee church. There we spent two weeks in a decidedly | 
special effort. Over twenty were either saved or sanctified, and the church in all its depart- 
ments was revived and benefited. A number were added to the membership. We spent 
ten days in Evansville, with some saving and sanctifying results. However, the fruit there 
was small, comparatively speaking. Some things seemed to hinder the full liberty and 
power of the Spirit. More time was needed to get the meeting up to where the full power 
and liberty of the Spirit could have been realized. j 

Minneapouis, Minnzesota.—Some friends secured the use of a church here for us for 
two weeks. We began services January 3 and continued two weeks. The location proved 
to be very unfortunate. It was an out-of-the-way locality and the immediate community 
was made up of business places and Oatholic families. However, we made the best of the 
situation. Some interest was created and we got acquainted with the field and its needs 
and found some earnest Christians who felt drawn to us and seemed to be anxious to have 
a Free Methodist church in Minneapolis. 

Sr. Croup, Minnzsora.—In answer to a call from Pastor Fred Stokes, of South Haven, 
we spent three weeks in a special effort in St. Cloud. Out of the twelve thousand inhab- 
itants fully two-thirds of them are Catholics. A Catholic hall was rented for the services. 
Soon a powerful revival broke out. The agitation in the community was intense and the 
devil was greatly stirred. There was a great stir and excitement. The meetings were 
powerful and fiery. Strong and pungent conviction took hold of the hardened sinners and 
they were brought down crying for mercy. Whole families were brought in. About fifty 
were saved and some sanctified wholly. We organized a class of thirty-eight members and 
a Sunday-school with a good corps of teachers. Efforts are being made to build a new 
church there. 

Sout Haven, Minnesota.—The meeting here had been in progress some time when 
we arrived. For eight days we pushed the battle day and night. Much of the Spirit’s help 
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and presence was realized. A dozen or more were couverted and ten were added to the 
ehureh. The Holy Ghost poured light and brought strong conviction on the whole com- 
munity. 

On our way back from North Minnesota we spent six weeks more in the twin cities 
(Minneapolis and St. Paul), in a protracted and earnest effort to gain a permanent foot- 
hold, closing the meeting the last Sunday in March, owing to the peculiar conditions of 
things and the many difficulties and discouragements and the fact that during the last 
fifteen years a number of special efforts have been made in the name of Free Methodism, 
mostly by incapable and unreliable parties. Such efforts we found had left a very detri- 
mental and unfavorable influence. Such a combination of difficulties formed a barrier 
that seemed to effectually block our way. We spent two weeks skirmishing around here 
and there entering every open door, and finally rented a church in a central location and 
held revival services during the whole month of March. We were located in the midst of 
the popular churches. From first to last we wrestled against opposing powers, ‘‘principal- 
ities and spiritual wickedness in high places.’’ It was a ‘‘fight of faith’’ and a hand to hand 
contest. The Holy Ghost stirred and moved the people in every service. It was a time of 
seed-sowing with some good results. At the close of this effort we promised the friends to 
return and resume the work in the summer with a tabernacle or camp-meeting, or both, 
After leaving here we spent a short time at Rockford, Iowa, with Pastor Tenney. The last 
of May and the first of June was spent in a tabernacle meeting at Kankakee, Illinois. The 
weather was so unfavorable during the whole time that we had promised for that meeting 
that it was practically impossible for us to do anything. We attended the re-opening of 
our church at Elkhart, Indiana, and camp-meetings at Browerville, Minnesota, and Rhine- 
lander, Wisconsin. For two years we have attended the Browerville camp-meeting. They 
have been of an extraordinary character. Many were saved and sanctified and the whole 
country for miles around was stirred. Since the last meeting the brethren have purchased 
the grounds there for a permanent camp-ground, and have built a new church. Near the 
last of July we returned to the twin cities and spent some time searching and praying for 
some suitable community in which to locate a tabernacle meeting. 

On August, the third, we began a camp-tabernacle-meeting at Midway, on the suburban 
street-car line (about midway between the two cities), and closed about the last of Sep- 
tember. From start to finish it was a remarkable meeting... People attended from St. Paul 
and Minneapolis and from the regions beyond. For life, power, liberty and blessing, the 
friends here say there has never been such a meeting in these parts. It was truly a meeting 
of old-time power and interest. There were some powerful and clear deliverancesin pardon 
and holiness. The meetings were specially attractive. The singing seemed to have a charm 
in it—it was in the Spirit. So were all the exercises—praying in the Holy Ghost, preaching 
and exhortation. All seemed eager to take some part and assist, because the Spirit prevailed 
and drew allinto service. At least 150 must have received definite help at the altar, some 
restoring and others saving or sanctifying grace. The meeting has opened up the fields 
here for us. ‘‘A great and effectual door is open to us and there are many adversaries.”’ 
We have rented a mission hall at Midway and a church in Minneapolis and in St. Paul. We 
are at work locating and establishing an interest at each of these places. On Thursday of 
this week we purpose to elect a board of trustees in St. Paul and incorporate. Sister 
Catherine Zimmerman is especially interested in our building achurch. She has already 
donated a good lot in a suitable location to build on and given us assurance that she will 
see the enterprise through. God be praised! The situation all through these parts now is 
full of promise and encouragement. At least three months more of earnest evangelistic 
effort is needed, now that the fields are open. Rev. Robert S. Ellis, the blind preacher, and 
his daughter Kittie have united with us. Brother Ellis joined the Free Methodist church 
when it was first organized in the East and trained and suffered with the brethren there 
during the first ten years of our church history. Then he came west and spent ten years 
more in the Illinois and Iowa conferences. Since that time he has been engaged here and 
there in mission and evangelistic work. He is doubly glad to get home again. His 
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‘daughter Kittie, who accompanies him, is a sweet and excellent singer. She is evidently 
called and used of God in the service of song. They would be a means of blessing and a 
benediction to any of our churches. Brother Ellis has a voice like a trumpet. It has been 
wonderfully preserved. Mrs. Mary Angove and Miss Nellie Wands united with us here. 
‘They have been especially used together in evangelistic work. They are efficient and 
aggressive.

THE SECRETARY’S ANNUAL REPORT 


Drar Breturen: The evidences of God’s guidance in our missionary work, and of his 
blessing upon the work and workers the past year are reasons for most devout and hearty 
thanksgivings to God. 

Surely these marks of his favor towards us ought to inspire our hearts with faith and 
courage to attempt greater things in the direction of sending the light of life to those in 
heathen darkness, and should be the basis of greater expectations from him. 

Weare glad to know that there has been a very encouraging increase of receipts for 
foreign missions the past year. This is largely attributable to the zeal and perseverance of 
the members of the W. F. M.S. I think the preachers are increasingly interested in this 
work. : 

The number of applications for appointment to the foreign field which have been 
received evidences that the missionary spirit among us has gone deeper than the surface, 
and has led to the most costly consecrations. Within the past two years one brother has 
given three hundred dollars for the support of native workers, and others have given 
smaller sums for this purpose. Some of the donors were not members of our church. 
‘These manifestations evidence a growing missionary spirit among us. 

At our last annual meeting six missionaries were accepted, one for India and five for 
Africa. At that time the board took action approving of the directors accepting and send- 
ing out additional missionaries.to any field for which appropriations had been made, if 
suitable persons could be secured and sufficient funds were in the treasury. In accordance 
with this last action the directors have sent out two young men to Inhambane instead of 
one, making six sent to Africa. 

AFRICA—INHAMBANE 


Good news has been received in regard to the native workers and their work. G.H. 
Agnew is exceedingly well pleased with the two young men we sent to Inhambane. He 
went there with them and remained for some time; assisted them in getting settled, held 
meetings among the natives, introduced them to the native Christians and workers, and 
has taken special pains to have such sanitary conditions as will be conducive to their health, 
This is very important. When G. H. Agnew went to Inhambane with Brothers Smith 
and Haley he took along two native workers. Ina recent letter from Inhambane, G, H. 
Agnew says, ‘‘We have made a good start and are happy in the Lord. We have much to 
encourage us. The evangelists are full of courage and everything looks bright already.’’ 
Oarroll Smith and J. W. Haley enter upon their work full of courage and faith. e 


AFRICA—JOHANNUSBURG 
The forepart of this year G. H, Agnew secured a permit to return to this field. A little 
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later he secured one for Mrs. Agnew. The damage to our mission property there, because: 
of the war, was comparatively small. The work has had an auspicious re-opening: 
F. Grace Allen kindly consented to help Sister Agnew in the work while Brother Agnew 
was away at Inhambane. Great hopes are entertained that this will be a more favorable 
place for missions than in the past. ; 

AFRICA—FAIRVIEW 


We have been much gratified with the character and progress of the work on this sta- 
tion during the past year. The missionaries have kept the ‘‘unity of the Spirit in the bond: 
of peace.’’ This has made them very helpful to each other, and has given power and effi- 
ciency to the work. Their faithful application to the work committed to their charge and 
their aggressive spirit are sources of satisfaction to your secretary, and will be much appre- 
ciated by you. Our superintendent and his wife met with quite a serious accident, but,. 
- according to latest reports, are much better with the prospect of complete recovery. 

Our new missionaries, whom we sent out to Natal, have been very heartily received 
and are much appreciated. 

The class at Fairview has given, the past year, in cash $100 and in subscription $225. 
Total, $325. During the past four years the natives have given about $450 toward the new 
chapel which has recently been finished and dedicated. 

W. CO. Gray has been enlarging his plans and work on the station land, and seems quite: 
hopeful that in the near future the proceeds from the land will more than meet all expenses. 
of the station. Good reports have been received from the station school, which is in 
charge of Masala, from F. Grace Allen’s school, and from the Sunday-school, which is. 
superintended by W. C. Gray. 

The spiritual interests of the work have been well cared for in view of the amount of 
care and labor which has filled the hearts and hands of our faithful superintendent and his 
devoted wife, and the hearts and hands of our other true and tried missionaries. The 
spiritual work has been enlarged on different lines and gives good evidences of healthy 
growth. 

We are pleased with the number of good and efficient native workers who have been 
and are being raised up through the labors of our missionaries, and the native church in 
Natal. This is as it should be, and we trust such fruit will be increasingly manifest. 


EBENEZER—AFRICA 


Ebenezer is the place first occupied by our missionaries when they commenced work 
at our new station, which is located about forty miles southwest from Fairview, Natal. 
Since work was commenced at Ebenezer we have purchased five hundred acres of govern- 
ment land at Itemba, and three hundred acres at Edwaleni. We rented a house and some 
land at Ebenezer when the work was begun. It is expected that Itemba and Edwaleni will 
be the places which will be permanently occupied in continuing this work. This has been 
Sister Hartman’s field of labor ever since the work was begun. Some of the time during 
the year she has been there almost, or quite, alone, as far as association with white mission- 
aries is concerned, but God has been with her and helped her to ‘‘ hold the fort’? and now, 
I am glad to say, she has reinforcements in the persons of Sister Nickel, and Nathaniel B. 
and Martha S. Smith. Their coming was hailed with great joy. 

The new dwelling house at Itemba has been finished during the past year and will make 
a comfortable home for the missionaries. It is valued at $800. A house for Brother and 
Sister Smith is greatly needed at Edwaleni, and it is being built. 

Our superintendent and his wife, assisted by Sister Allen and some native workers, had 
a ‘gospel campaign’”’ at Edwaleni the latter part of last year and the first of this, They 
held services, visited kraals, and made known the word of God in every possible way. 
Sister Hartman assisted, and God was with them and fruit was given. 

This place is on the border of Pondo Land. While they were at Edwaleni, a call came 
for them to cross the Umtamyuna River into Pondo Land. Brother Brodhead responded 
to the call and visited the chief of the Pondos several times. Referring to this in one of 
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‘his letters he says, ‘‘As a result of these visits and the help of the Lord, and much praying 
-on the part of the missionaries, we are having given us a mission site in Pondo Land, in a 
specially needy and yet inviting and healthful field and for which field we would like to 
see a missionary (man and wife) sent out soon—possibly within a year.’’ If we had a sta- 
tion at this place, then, aside from Fairview we would have, Itemba, which is about forty 
miles from Fairview, and two miles from Edenezer ; Edwaleniis twelve miles from Itemba; 
and the new site for a station in Pondo Land is about nine miles from Edwaleni. 

Although our forces have been very small numerically at these new points, yet two day 
schools have been carried on, preaching has been given at four different places, and two 
classes have been organized, with nine members in full connection and eighteen proba- 
tioners. (See statistical blank for fuller report.) We are thankful to God for the enlarge- 
ment of heart manifested by our missionaries in Africa, resulting in the enlargement of 
their field of operations. 

YEOTMAL—INDIA 


We are thankful to report that, with but little exception, our missionaries have been 
able to pursue their language study and help forward the regular missionary work. The 
zeal and diligence they have manifested in their studies and in meeting their responsibil- 
ities in connection with the work are evidences of their faithfulness, and are causes for 
special thanksgiving and encouragement on our part and on the part of the many whose 
sympathies, offerings and prayers are with them. 

V.G. and Mrs. V. G. MeMurry having been on the field longer than any of the other 
missionaries have had more responsibilities in connection with the work than their fellow- 
workers. We are pleased with their care and faithfulness in meeting and discharging these - 
added responsibilities, and very thankful to God for the help he has given them for the 
same, 

A short time ago it was feared that India was about to be visited with another famine. 
More recently quite extensive rains have fallen, and the general prospect is much better 
for crops. Brother McMurry thinks that the famine conditions in some parts will enable 
them to supply the calls from the home land for orphans during the coming year. Our 
‘superintendent has secured some additional native workers and they have been laboring at 
Darwah and Wun. These are two of the most populous places in our districts. At Wun 
property has been secured for the use of our missionaries and native workers. J. T. Taylor 
‘and wife and Miss Cox are to occupy that station, assisted by native workers. The natives 
‘at Wun spoke of our mission there as follows: ‘‘The mission work at Wun, which in the 
beginning was like the work of ants, has grown to be like the work of elephants.’’ 

At present the other missionaries will be located at Yeotmal. Mr. M. C. and Mrs. E. H. 
Olarke are to have charge of the boys’ orphanage, and Mary E, Chynoweth and Effie 
‘Southworth of the girls’. 

V..G. and Mrs. V. G. McMurry expect to reside at the large bungalow at Yeotmal. 

Recent letters from our missionaries are very encouraging because they report the 
outpouring of the Spirit on themselves and on the native workers. They seem to be of 
good courage and full of hope for the work. They are anxious for a man and wife to be 
sent out to take charge of the industrial work, and would hail with delight the coming of a 
medical missionary, and a thoroughly trained nurse to labor in medical and gospel work. 


JAPAN—AWAJLI 


Our work in Japan has been carried on the past year by native workers, with the 
exception of some general oversight by Rev. F. O. Bergstrom, of the Swedish Alliance 
Mission. Our principal native worker is Rev. Teikich Kawabe, whose true missionary 
‘spirit and overflowing zeal for the salvation of his people and the spread of our Redeemer’s 
kingdom, are very commendable. He has four or five native helpers of whom we have 
received good reports. Four young men connected with the work are reported as called to 
‘tthe ministry, and two of them are now attending a training school at Tokio, where Sasao 
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is teaching. Brother Kawabe seems to be holding up the true standard of Bible holiness, - 
that which.is evidenced by symmetrical, practical righteousness. 

Speaking of the different classes who have been saved, he gives the following: Busi- 
ness men, policemen, postmen, farmers, fishermen, a captain in the army, school teachers 
and two sake (Japanese wine) sellers. Three idol worshipers received the light of the 
gospel and gave up their idols and brought tham to Kawabe. He reports fifty-one members 
in full connection and thirty probationers. Total, eighty-one. Seven communicants were 
added the past year. They have three hundred Sunday-school scholars, with an average 
attendance of one hundred and ninety. Brother Kawabe is very anxious to have a man and 
wife sent to help them in the work. He is still very anxious to commence work in the large: 
manufacturing city of Osaka, and have that the principal point for our work and continue 
the work on the island of Awaji. Awaji is quite easily reached from Osaka. The time has 
come when it seems important that we make a further advance if we are to continue to. 
make appropriations for Japan. 

I trust the Holy Spirit will clearly indicate his will to you in regard to Japan, and that 
agencies and means will be forthcoming for the fulfilment of the same. 


GENERAL MISSIONS 


So few reports have reached the secretary from recipients of appropriations from the. 
General Mission Fund that he is not well prepared to judge of the fruits from the appro- 
priations. The requests for aid are considerably greater than the funds. 

Some of our people seem to be skeptical in regard to Paul’s teaching, where he says, 
“Tt is more blessed to give than to receive,’’ and so they ask for large appropriations, but 
fail to bring up their apportionments. Some conferences, which are embraced in what is. 
considered the most needy part of the work, have received larger appropriations, yearly, 
than others which are embraced in the same territory. This should be considered, and 
where conferences are alike worthy and needy, there should be a wise application of the 
principle of equality in making appropriations. This course will commend itself to our 
people, and will tend to increase their interest in giving to this fund. It is desirable to. 
have a more general response from recipients from these funds to the call for reports in. 
regard to the use of the appropriations and the fruit from their use. Out of about sixty 
appropriations only eleven have made reports, and the most of these came after a special 
notice had been published in the paper asking for reports. 

The best possible means should be made use of to have preachers and people heartily 
accept and fully meet their obligations in regard to the fund for general missions. 

The renewal of Pentecost among us, giving clearer illumination, quickened consciences, 
and making our giving a means of grace and more fully a work of faith, would greatly 
help on this line. 

THE SECRETARY'S PERSONAL REPORT 

The great goodness and abounding mercy of God toward me, the past year, have been 
my joy and sufficiency. Ihave labored in fifteen conferences, and in twelve States, have 
attended three conferences and seven camp-meetings. My time has been taken up partly 
with missionary, and partly with evangelistic, work, with office work added. 

The discharge of my duties has called me to travel 14,278 miles.
